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TAFT HITS WILSO 
PHILIPPINE POLICY 


Says Harrison’s Hasty Re- 
movals Are Fraught with 
Grave Danger. 


SOBER THOUGHT NEEDED 


Hopes the Administration Will 
Not Plunge Headlong Into 
Serious Error. 


RULE OF FILIPINOS A FARCE 


The ex-President Also Hopes That 
We WIIl Not Be Drawn Into 
War with Mexico. 


, 


Ex-President Taft attacked last night 
the policy of the Wilson Administration 
im the Philippines before a large audi- 
ence of the Brooklyn Institute of Arts 
and Sciences in the Brooklyn Academy 
of Music. He took the attitude of 2 
man who was seeing his own work en- 
dangered. As the first Governor of the 
Philippines, as Secretary of War, and 
as President, for thirteen years with 
hardly a break he had built up a civil 
service in the islands, and now he saw 
Governor General Harrison refusing to 
seek advice from those who knew the 
country, taking information from secret 
agents and dismissing the men who 
had achieved pratseworthy results. 

The two chief points in Mr. Taft's in- 
dictment of the present régime were the 
grant of a majority in the Philippine 
Council to the Filipinos and the dis- 
missal of some of the most highly ex-~ 
perienced American officials. With Gov- 
ernor General Harrison he joined in his 
censures Congressman Jones, author of 
the Jones bill, which would practically 
destroy American control. 

“Brother Jones,” he said, “is not 
really a bad man. He was one of that 
famous party which I took out to the 


Philippines. But I want to hold him up | 


to the contempt that he deserves for per- 
mitting himself to be hoodwinked as he 
has been. He seems now to find it nec- 
essary to attack. every one who has 
been out there working and sweating 
for the good of the Filipinos and the 
good name of the United States.” 

The large crowd, which filled the 
opera house of the Academy of Music 
to the doors, applauded the ex-Presi- 
dent as he recounted the brilliant work 
done during the first thirteen years of 
American occupation, and threw scorn 
on Mr. Harrison for dismissing such 
men as the Director of Health and the 
chiefs of the American bureaus. 

“I believe he is making serious mis- 
takes,’’ the ex-President said, ‘‘ and the 
penalty for mistakes in the Philippines 
is always severe jolts.” 

The audience cheered him, too, as he 
expressed only the best wishes for the 
success of the Wilson Administration, 


but they were roused to enthusiasm as 
Mr. Taft went on: 

**I would much rather see the present 
Administration continued than see that 


party and candidate come in who hold | 


views with respect to the judiciary and 
the Constitution that I hold dangerous.”’ 

One passing allusion Mr. Taft made 
to Mexican affairs. He expressed the 
hope that the United States would never 
be drawn into war with that country, 
for if it had cost $200,000,000 to subdue 
the Philippines, how much more would 
it cost to put Mexico in order. More- 
over, intervention, he said, would 
plunge us into a war with glory for no 
one. 


Taft’s Intimate Knowledge. 

Mr. Taft began his lecture by pointing 
out that for nearly four years the Phil- 
ippines were under his direct rule, and 
that from that time until he left the 
White House the islands were also 
under his control as Secretary of War 
or as President, with the exception of a 
short interval of nine months. He said 
he had had thirteen years in which to 
acquaint himself with the problems and 


needs of the Philippines. 


Then he gave a description of the ge- 
ographical and political conditions of 
the islands before the Americans went 

- there, and dwelt particularly on the il- 
literacy and ignorance of the people. 
Among the so-called civilized or Chris- 
tian Filipinos he said there were fifteen 
or sixteen distinct dialects, and in a 
journey of 120 miles a traveler would 
encounter four of them. There was, the 
ex-President pointed out, a marked 
oligarchic tendency among the small 
educated minority toward the bulk of 
the population. He added: 

“The educated and_ well-to-do Fil- 
ipinos take easily to intrigue and love 
politics. The influence of Spanish au- 
thority, to which they have been trained 
for 300 years, makes them unsym- 
pathetic with true democracy. + Their 
praise of liberty is largely a matter 
of lip service.”’ 

Mr. Taft sketched the system of 
peonage or slavery for debt and de- 
clared emphatically that the United 
States was guardian of the great mass 
of the ignorant Filipinos, and this led 
him to a review of what had been ac- 
complished by this country since it took 
the rule over from Spain. He dwelt 
on the constitution of the islands, the 
achievements in the making of means 
of communication, the improvement of 
agriculture, the establishment of better 
sanitary conditions, and especially of 
the good done by the schools. He said: 

**IT do not hesitate to say that the 
character of the American civil servants 
and their effectiveness for the work 
they have to do in the islands, when 
Governor General Forbes left the isl- 
ands, was at the highest point. It had 
been the result of twelve years of train- 
ing and growth. Every member of the 
service had an intense interest in the 
success of the Government and in the 
showing that could be made of effi- 
elency and economy in the reports of 
the various departments and of the 
commission to this country.” _ 

Mr. Taft then turned to consider the 
policy of the present Administration 
toward the Philippines. : 

“As I was there,”’ he said, “ not quite 
four years, and only had personally to 
do with-the initiation of the Govern- 
ment, I think I can speak without a 
Jack of modesty and say that the co- 
lonial work of the American Govern- 
ment in the Philippines is quite as re- 
markable as that of Lord Cromer in 


Egypt. 
Hatred of Moros for Filipinos. 
**Now what are we to do? Are we to 
Jet these islands go and turn them over 
to an oligarchy of eloquent and attract- 


ive orators who really believe in aris-: 
tocracy, and who have no real concep- | 


tion of civil and individual liberty, and 
certainly no capacity by training and 
education for successful popular govern- 
ment? The minute that the strong back- 
ground of a powerful Government is

Stolen Three-Year-Old Child Discov- 
ered Wandering in West 40th St. 


Three-year-old Winifred Byrne, who 
was stolen from her father and mother 
on Kast Thirty-eighth Street, near Sec- 
ond Avenue, on last Saturday afternoon, 
was found last night in West Fortieth 
Street, between Eighth and Ninth Ave- 
nues, by Mrs. Jennie Gill of 330 West 
Fortieth Street, who saw the child tod- 
dling about in the street. After a heavy 
truck had narrowly missed running 
over the little girl, Mrs. Gill ran out of 
her home and took the child upstairs 
into her apartments. 

Winifred smiled as she admitted that 
she was “losted.’”’ After feeding her 
Mrs. Gill took the child to the West 
Thirty-seventh Street Police Station. 
There Lieut. Gilhooley recognized her. 
He notified the police of the East Thir- 
ty-fifth Street Precinct, and half an 
hour later Joseph Byrne, the baby’s 
father, came rushing into the police 
| station. 

“Oh, thank God! Thank God!” he 

exclaimed, when he_ recognized his 
daughter. Then he broke down, as he 
hugged Winifred. 
| The police and Mr. Byrne questioned 
| Winifred as to where she had been for 
the last five days, but all they could 
get from her was that “a big man 
tooked me away.” Winifred said that 
| her abductor had taken her for a car 
| ride into the country, and that she had 
been living with “the big man” and

day evening she said the ‘“‘ big man”’ 
had taken her for another car ride and 
had “‘runned away” from her in West 
Fortieth Street.

His attitude 
convinces afl here that he will reject 
anything until he can say of his 
Panama Canal work, “The job is 
done.”

CANAL MAY DISAPPOINT. 


British Shipbroker Does Not Look 
for Great Trade Increase at First.

LONDON, Nov. 19.—Howard Houl- 
der of Messrs. Howard Houlder and 
Partners, shipbrokers, in an in- 
augural address at the Institute of 
Shipbrokers to-day, said the opening 
of the Panama Canal might lead to a 
result exactly the opposite to what 
apparently somé of the large lines ex- 
pected, in so far as they were adding 
to their tonnage on the score of in- 
creased traffic when the canal opened. 

It seemed to him that the question 
was one of population on the other 
side of the canal and that they were 
not going to have any great increase 
in the volume of trade until the Pa- 
cific Codst, both north and south, had 
a very much larger population than 
it had at present. 

Therefore, 1t might very well be 
that the shipowners who were mak- 
ing their arrangements ahead in con- 
nection with the opening of the Pan- 
ama Canal might be disappointed 
when that event took place. 


WILSON MOST BOSS-RIDDEN. 


So Says Secretary Daniels, but the 
“Boss”? Is President’s Conscience. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. Nov. 19.— 
“President Wilson is the most boss- 
ridden President we have ever had,” 
declared Josephus Daniels, Secretary of 
the Navy, at the annual John Jay 
banquet of the Kansas City Commercial 
Club to-night; ‘‘and the boss whose 
every dictate he obeys is his conscience.

“One day a friend asked the Presi- 
dent why he did not do a certain thing. 
The President repled: ‘I cannot do it— 


my boss will not let me.’ The friend 
thought he was perhaps referring to 
Mrs. Wilson, when the President added: 
‘My conscience is my boss.’ ”’ 
Secretary Daniels predicted that a 
new era of prosperity and good living 
was about to dawn for the farmer.

IN FRISCO DEALS 


Profits of Failed Road's Offi- 
cials in Syndicates Disclosed 
at Commerce Board Inquiry. 


$900,000 FROM FREE LAND

One Groupof Ninety Investors Made 
$3,000,000 on Sale of Small 
Line to the Frisco.

ST. LOUIS, Mo., Nov. 19.—Albert aid 
Perkins, railway expert of the St. Louis 
Union Trust Company, to-day on the 
stand in the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission’s investigation of the St. Louis 
& San Francisco receivership, flatly 
contradicted the testimony of Benjamin 
F. Yoakum, Chairman of the Frisco 
Board of Directors, that promises were 
not made to promoters of subsidiary 
companies that the Frisco would take 
over the properties. 

So far in the hearing the testimony 
shows that Frisco officials’ syndicates 
cleared $7,038,000 in profits in these 
projects. 

Mr. Perkins said it was generally un- 
derstood when the New Iberia was 
projected that the Frisco eventually 
would take it over. Later he said it 
was explicitly so understood. 

Evidence as to the connection of 
Frisco officials with promotion schemes 
and construction companies showed 
profits of nearly 100 per cent. in some 
instances, the money coming from the 
Frisco to acquire properties which did 
not prove to be moneymakers. 

A syndicate of ninety-nine investors 
which sold the St. Louis, Brownsville & 
Mexico to the Frisco made a profit of 
$3,000,000 on an investment of $3,891,000. 

Frisco Officials Who Profited. 


Nine of these were Frisco officials. 
Cc, H. Beggs made.a profit of $29,000 on 
an investment of $37,000; W. K. Bixby, 
Director of the Frisco, profited $81,700 
on an investment of $108,000; James 
Campbell, Director, profited $252,000 on 
an investment of $334,000; F. H. Hamil- 
ton, Treasurer of the Frisco, profited 
$12,609 on an investment of $16,666; Ed- 
win Hawley profited $63,375 on an in- 
vestment .of $83,000; James F. Hinkley, 
chief engineer of the Frisco, profited 
$17,576 on an investment of $27,800; L. 
F. Parker, former counsel, profited $28,- 
290 on an investment of $37,400; W. B. 
Spaulding profited $13,667 on an invest- 
ment of $18,333; B. F. Yoakum profited 
$228,418 on an investment of $300,000. 

The names of five promoters who were 
members of the syndicate that made 
$900,000 out of the sale of land donated 
by citizens and towns of Texas to aid 
in the building of the St. Louis, Browns- 
ville & Mexico Railway were given to 


Commissioner Clarke to-day by A. T. 
Perkins, syndicate manager. The five 
men named were Benjamin F. Yoakum, 
Samuel W. Fordyce, St. Louis capitalist; 
Robert S. Brookings, President of the 
Board of Trustees of Washington Uni- 
versity; Thomas H. West, Chairman of 


| the Board of Directors of the St. Louis 


Union Trust Company, and now a Frisco 
receiver, and Edward 8. Whitaker, a 
broker. 

Perkins testified that the syndicate 
sold the land and used part of the pro- 
ceeds in making tmprovements in the 
territory traversed by the Brownsville 
The purpose of these improve- 
ments was to develop traffic. Later 
these improvements were deeded to the 
West Texas Abstract and Guaranty 
Company, which the syndicate acquired. 


Tipped Off to Receivership. 


It was brought out that O. H. Nance, 
Treasurer of the St. Louis, Brownsville 
& Mexico, telegraphed to Frank S. 
Hamilton, Treasurer of the Frisco 
road, that the Brownsville road could 
borrow from a bank in Kingsville, 
Texas if he could be assured that the 
Treasurer of the Frisco would “tip 
off’’ Nance seventy-two hours before 
any receivership proceedings were in- 
stituted against the Brownsville. In 
the telegram Nance asked permission to 
make an overdraft of $15,000 against a 
Kingsville bank. 

Hamilton on the stand declared that 
he did not remember whether he gave 
Nance the advance tip on the receiv- 
ership proceedings, but Special Exam- 
iner D. E. Brown showed from tele- 
grams that Nance borrowed $25,000 from 
a bank in Kingsville on June 12, 1913, 
and repaid it on July 4. The receiver- 
ship petition against the Brownsville 
was filed three days later. 

Treasurer Hamilton testified that the 
Frisco in 1911 borrowed on short time 
notes $6,000,000, $9,000,000 in 1912, and 
$10,000,000 in 1918. In April, 1918, the 
road sold to Speyer & Co. of New York 
$3,000,000 general lien. bonds. These 
bonds were sold by Speyer & Co. to 
French investors. He said that when 
the receivership was instituted against 
the Frisco the road had between §2,- 
500,000 and $3,000,000 of unpaid vouchers 
for general expenses, such as coal, &c. 


Collateral for the $400,000 Loan, 


Treasurer Hamilton also testified re- 
garding the $400,000 loan made by the 
North American Company to the Frisco 
—the loan on which the receivership 
proceedings were based. The loan orig- 
inally was for $625,000, according to 
Hamilton, and the, original security was 
$8,000,000 of the bonds of the Arizona & 
New Mexico Land Company. After the 
loan had been reduced to $400,000 James 
Campbell of St. Louis, President of the 
North American Company, asked for 
additional security. The road then put 
up $5,000,000 of the capital stock and 
$950,000 of the bonds of the New Orleans 
& Texas Railway. 

Charles W. Hillard of New York, for 
ten years Vice President of the St. Louis 
& San Francisco Railroad, and since 
1885 Vice President of the Chicago & 
Eastern Illinois, was asked whether 
financial statements, of the Frisco were 
not submitted to Speyer & Co. before 
being sent out, in order that changes 
might be made to help the appearance 
of the report. 

Mr. Hillard professed to know nothing 
of such a practice, but Commissioner 
Clark read into the evidence a _ letter 
written in September, 1910, by Hillard 
to B. L. Winchell, then President of the 
road. This letter told how bankers had 
helped in “ rearranging statistics.’’ 

Mr. Hillard then said that whatever 
the letter showed was correct.

SAYS HE GOT GRAFT 
FOR AN EX-CAPTAIN | 


Former Detective Cohen Tells 
Whitman He Was a Go-Be- 
tween for the Wiretappers. 


The most important disclosure made 
since District Attorney Whitman re- 
newed his fight on the police graft ring 
came through the confession yesterday 
of Al Cohen, a former detective and the 
reputed go-between in thé deals between 
the police of this city and the wire 
tappers. In his confession Cohen named 
a former Police Captain and two offi- 
cials high in the Police Department as! 
sharers in the $2,500 a month and 15 
per cent. of the profits pald by the wire 
tappers for protection. 

From the beginning of the investiga- 
tion Assistant District Attorney Fred- 
erick J. Groehl has been conferring with | 
Cohen, who has supplied many details 
in the graft story. It was not until yes- 
terday that the graft collector became 
communicative and uncovered fully the | 
system whereby the police kept their! 
hands off the swindlers in return for! 
large payments. 

With his brother, Charles Cohen, the | 
former detective went to Mr. Groehl’s! 
| office yesterday morning at 10 o'clock | 
/and after a conference of two hours: 
; talked for another hour with Mr. Whit- | 
| man to whom he repeated his full story, | 
telling of collections made for the police 
| Captain who told him that the cash was 
to go “higher up.” Cohen named 
specific amounts paid to him as col- 
In al- | 
;most every detail Cohen’s story agrees | 
| with the confession of ‘‘ Mickey ’ Shea, 
Curley Carter, Frank Tarbeaux and 
George H. McRae. The only varations | 
are in the amounts paid in some in-|} 
stances. So closly do the different con- 
fessions dovetail that the District At-| 





plete in every important detail. 

Cohen told the prosecutors that for! 

six months before his resignation from 
the department he had acted as agent 
and go-between for the former Police 
Captain. He would get graft money 
from Mickey Shea and Tom Brown, rep- 
resentatives of the wiretappers, and | 
pass it on to the Captain, who told‘ 
Cohen that the money was to go to a 
higher official. Cohen never had any | 
dealings with that official, so the case 
against him, itis said, will have to rest 
chiefly upon whatever is revealed by 
the Captain. After he left the force, 
Cohen said, his relations with the Po- 
lice Captain and the wiretappers were 
discontinued. It was not until October, 
1911, when the Gondorff gang lured 
Simeon M. Jcnes of Pittsburgh to this 
city and swindled him out of $20,000 
that Cohen came into the case again. 
The wiretappers decided, he said, that 
it would be well to get in closer touch | 
with the police. 
Representatives of the wiretappers, 
ohen said, came to him and asked him 
to “fix things.’’ Cohen communicated | 
with the former Police Captain, who, 
he said, told him to ‘‘ go ahead” and 
that it would be “ all right downtown.” | 
Cohen said he told the wiretappers that 
things were all fixed, and the wheels of 
the syndicate were set into motion to 
snare Jones. 

The victim came to New York and 
went back home $20,000 poorer. Cohen | 
said he received from the wiretappers 
$2,000, and that he divided this sum 
with the Captain. Shea, he said, gave 
the Captain another $800. A large part, 
of this, he asserted, went to the offi-| 
cials at Headquarters. 

After the arrest of McRae for com- 
plicity in the swindling of Jones, Cohen 
told the Captain that if any investiga- 
tion was made into the relations be- 
tween the police and the wiretappers 
he would not be ‘‘ the goat,’’ but would 
go to Mr. Whitman and tell all. It is 
the belief of the investigators that great | 
pressure was brought On Cohen to pre- 
vent the confession, and this is the rea- 
son that he delayed telling his story 
until yesterday. : 

Cohen will go before the Grand Jury | 
when it meets to take up the investi-| 
gation and repeat the story he told to} 
Mr. Whitman and Mr. Groehl. This will | 
not be before Monday probably, but! 
there is a possibility that the prosecu- | 
tlon will have the matter well enough in | 
hand to bring it before the Grand Jury 
this week. The Police Captain men- 
tioned by Cohen has made no attempt; 
to arrange a conference with the Dis- 
trict Attorney, and Mr. Whitman said 
yesterday that he did not intend to ask 
him to tell his story before the Grand 
Jury meets. His testimony is regarded 
as of importance only to corroborate 
Cohen. ; 

It is understood that twelve indict- 
ments will be asked for by the prosecu- 
tion. Of these three will be for officials 
at Police Headquarters and nine for de- 
tectives.

now, in pursuance of an ordinance passed 
by the Board of Aldermen on Oct. 13, 
1918, and approved by me this 19th day 
of November, 1913, I hereby designate 
Loyis F. La Roche, @ senior officer in the 
Depariment of Parks, as Acting Park Com- 
missioner for the Boroughs of Manhattan 
and Richmond, for a period of thirty days, 
unless sooner revoked by me.

Control of Riker-Hegeman Co. 
Passes to George J. Whelan 
and His Associates. 


Control of the Riker-Hegeman Com- 
pany, the drug concern with nearly 
100 stores in Eastern cities, has definite- 
ly passed to George J. Whelan and some 
of his associates in the United Cigar 
Stores Company. The amount of Riker- 
Hegeman stock bought up has not yet 
been announced, but it is believed to 
be close to half of all the common 
shares outstanding. Particulars of the 
transaction may be made public within 
a few days. 

A Director of the United Cigar Stores 
Company sald yesterday that it was 
planned to form a new company, which 
would act as a holding company for 
the United Cigar Stores and the Riker- 
Hegeman concerns. The new company 
will be capitalized, as far as common 
stock is concerned, at a figure which 
will approximately equal the combined 
capital of the two constituent com- 
Shares in the holding company 
will probably have a par value of $5, 


and the stock of the Cigar Stores and | 
Riker-Hegeman organizations will be | 


exchanged for the new stock on a basis 
of one share for twenty. On the Curb 
the new shares were traded in yester- 
day at prices ranging from $6.75 to $8 
on a ‘‘when issued” basis. 


“The plan for issuing the new stock | 


at a low parity,” said the Director

FOR TICKET DEAL 


Instead of John Doe Inquiry, 
Subscriber Makes a Com- 
plaint of Grand Larceny. 


OPERA CLERK UNDER FIRE 


Denies He Knew Tickets Were to 
be Hypothecated—Bank Told 
They Were Not Pald For. 


Criminal proceedings against the thea- 
tre ticket agency of Tyson & Co., 1,122 
Broadway, which pledged its allotment 
of $153,000 worth of Metropolitan Opera 
tickets to the Metropolitan Trust Com- 
pany of 49 Wall Street, as security for 
a loan of $100,000, were instituted yes- 
terday afternoon by District Attorney 
Whitman before Magistrate Deuel, sit- 
ting by designation in the Criminal 
Court Building. The action against the 
ticket agency was based on the com- 
plaint of Adolph E. Dick of 244 West 
Seventieth Street, who charged that 


Tyson & Co. had unlawfully appro- 
priated his season tickets for the Met- 
ropolitan Opera and the money with 
which he —_ for the tickets. The 
charge against the ticket agency 1s 
grand larceny in the second degree. 

The prow were begun some- 
what unexpectedly following a change 
in the plans for a John Doe investiga- 
tion, aS announced on Tuesday by the 
| District Attorney. Mr. Whitman had 
|said that his office would institute pro- 
|ceedings ‘“‘ with a view of determining 
| whether any offenses against the penal 
jlaw had been committed.’”” This an- 
|nouncement was made because it was 
|the request of ex-State Senator Frank 
| D. Pavey of 32 Nassau Street, acting as 
|Chairman of a committee of subscribers 
which demanded the investigation, to 
make the inquiry an impersonal one. 

However, it is understood that Mag- 
|istrate Deuel preferred not to conduct 
the proceedings in the nature of a John 
| Doe inquiry, whereupon the District At- 
| torney’s office, with the evidence gath- 
;ered by his assistants, Arthur C. Train 
;and Leslie S. Lockhart, instituted pro- 
ceedings against Tyson & Co. hen 
Senator Pavey learned this he was un- 
| willing to make any affidavit, so he was 
called as a witness and not as a com- 
plainant. 

The first person examined was Mr. 
| Dick. He was followed by ex-Senator 
| Pavey, who was in turn succeeded by 
' Earl Lewis, treasurer of the box office 
‘of the Metropolitan Opera House, and 
Beverly Chew, Second Vice President 
and acting President of the Metropolitan 
Trust Company. 

One of the interesting features of the 
examination of witnesses was an ad- 
‘mission by Earl Lewis that he had en- 
tertained a “ suspicion ’’ that the allot- 
ment of opera tickets when delivered 
ito Richard J. Hartman, President of 
Tyson & Co., were intended for security 
for a loan. Urged by Assistant District 


Attorney Train to tell something more | 


of the delivery of opera tickets, Mr. 
Lewis said that he had asked Mr. Hart- 
|man if they were not going to be gjven 
|to the Metropolitan Trust Company as 
‘ collateral,’’ but he added that he had 
'asked that question only in a ‘ joking 
way.” 

Explained Transaction to Bank. 


During the investigation Mr, Train in- 
troduced a letter, said t6 have been 
written by Mr. Hartman to Vice Presi- 
dent Chew of the Metropolitan Trust 
}Company. The letter, after explaining 
the ticket agency’s method of conduct- 
jing business, suggested that Tyson & 
Co. desired to open a special account 
with the trust company. The letter 
showed that the ticket agency expected 
to receive its regular allotment of opera 
tickets, and went on to explain that 
; most of the tickets had been taken up 
by subscribers, to whom bills had been 
rendered. According to the letter, the 
| ticket agency expected to collect a large 
part of the subscriptions by the Ist of 
October. In it was the suggestion that 
the checks of the agency’s subscribers 
be deposited on the special account. 

In his affidavit Mr. 
Aug. 30, 1913, he paid 
$151.50 for two season tickets for two 
seats, numbered A 51 and A 53, in the 
dress cirele; that on Sept. 13 Tyson & 
Co. received the seats from the Metro- 
politan Opera Company and hypothe- 
cated thim with the Metropolitan Trust 
Company as part security for a loan of 
$100,000, He stated, further, that his 
check of Aug. 30 was made out to Ty- 
son & Co. and bore the indorsement of 
the Metropolitan Trust Company. He 
also stated that Richard J. Hartman, 
President of Tyson & Co., had admitted 
that he got the tickets and hypothe- 
cated them with the Metropolitan Trust 
Company.

}son, who will have the right up to and 
including May 4, 1912, to renew their 
subscriptions.’’ The letter closed with

Ex-Senator Pavey could not identify 
this letter as identical with the notice 
he had received from Tyson & Co, 

The testimony of ex-Senator Pavey 
for the most part was a recital of his 
efforts to obtain the tickets for which 
he had subscribed through Tyson & Co. 
He also told the court what had been 
the results of an independent investizga- 
tion he had made into all the transac- 
tions leading up the ticket tangle. Mr. 
Train was particularly interested in that 
part of Mr. Pavey’s testimony in which 
he recalled conversations he had held 
with Richard J. Hartman, President of 
Tyson & Co. He testified that Hart- 
man had told him of the letter, alleged 
to have been written by Hartman to 
Vice President Chew of the Metropolitan 
Trust Company; and said that he fur- 
ther was informed by Hartman that Ty- 
son & Co. had withdrawn $60,000 from 
the special account with the trust com- 
pany “for purposes other than meet- 
ng the loan.’’ 

The delivery of the tickets to Hart- 
man by the Metropolitan Opera House 
was recalled by Mr, Pavey as that part 
of the transaction had been told to him 
by Mr. Hartman. He remembered that 
Hartman had said that it was only an 
incident that Earl Lewis, Treasurer of 
the box office of the Metropolitan Opera 
House had accompanied him in a taxi- 
cab to the Metropolitan Trust Company, 
where Mr. Lewis received from Mr. 
Hartman his certified check for 
$100,000. 


Opera Representative’s Part. 


When Mr. Lewis was placed on the 
stand he testified that he was at present 
Tre&surer of the Metropolitan Opera 
House Box Office, and that he had been 
connected with the Metropolitan Opera 
Company for the last five years. He 
testified that it had been customary 
for the Opera Company to make an al- 
lotment of $153,000 worth of tickets to 
Tyson & Co. each year, and that the 
subscribers always obtained the same 


seats.

He did say, 
however, that mobs might start in the 
capital should trouble arise, and in that 
event he might be unable to control 
the situation. He renewed his offer of 
transportation to any Americans wish- 
ing to leave who were not provided 
with such transportation by their Gov- 
ernment.

Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt, President 
of the International Suffrage Alliance, 
at a so-called Thanksgiving suffrage 
rally held under the auspices of the 
Woman Suffrage Party at Carnegie Hall 
last night, sounded a warning that the 
women of America would not’ endure 
peacefully the refusal of men voters to 
give them the ballot

Interesting Relics Dispersed at the 
Two Auctions Now Going On. 


A full-length engraving of “‘ Napoleon 
le Grand,"’ in the robes of Emperor, by 
Boucher Desnoyers, after F. Gérard, 
brought $55 at the Warren C. Crane sale 
in the American Art Galleries last even- 
ing. Maurice Sloog paid $17 for a stip- 
ple €ngraving of ‘‘ Cittadino Bonaparte,”

and a reverence for law which will not 
| fail when they themselves become the 
makers of law; the steadiness of self- 
control of political maturity.

very soon. We have dependencies te 
deal with and must deal with tnem fn.

We can give the Filipinos constitutional 
government, a government whicn they 
}may count upon to be just, a govern-

supply that government. It would, it is 
| true, be an unprecedented operation, re-

Only a 
long apprenticeship of obedience can se- 
;cure them the precious possession, a 
; thing no more to be bought than given. 
| They cannot be presented with the char- 
acter of a community, but it may confi- 
| dently be hoped that they will become a 
community under the wholesome «nd 
salutary influences of just laws ard a 
;Sympathetic administration; that they 
, will after a while understand and mas-

His Demeanor Angers Inquisi- 
tor, but He Makes Some 
Asphalt Revelations. 


TRACING THAT $2,500 GIFT 


Witness, Daring Perjury _Indict- 
ment, “Corrects” Testimony—Ex- 
Gov. Dix Is Drawn Into the Case. 


George H. McGuire of: Syracuse went 
on the stand yesterday afternoon at the 
resumption of the John Doe inquiry 
into the charges of graft in State con- 
tracts. He withstood a most searching 
examination at the hands of District At- 
torney Charles 8S. Whitman. McGuire, 
the man who went to pieces on the wit- 
ness stand a week ago when he was 
forced tS retract previous testimony, 
baffled his inquisitor,. Mr. Whitman 
was fired with anger at McGuire. He 
obtained many admissions from Mc- 
Guire, but the witness persisted to the 
end that everything he. knew about 
graft on the State highways and on the 
barge canal was hearsay. 

McGuire was a genuine surprise. Per- 
sons who have listened to witnesses in 


many criminal cases said that they had 
never seen a man who under oath so 
persistently shielded his friends. They 
predicted that McGuire would not be| 
able to endure another three-hour or- 
deal on the witness stand. He will get | 
another chance to-morrow, when he 
again will be called upon to testify. If 
he does not then yield it is believed that 
Mr. Whitman will rush his case before 
the Grand Jury and seek his indictment 
on at least three counts. 

McGuire read into the court record 
yesterday a twenty-page statement cor- 
recting the testimony he gave on his 
first appearance before Chief Magis- 
trate McAdoo. Even in this statement 
he contradicted himself time and time 
again. McGuire maintained that he 
knew nothing of ‘‘ sandbagging’’ of 
contractors of his own knowledge. The 
ony man he did not spare was William 

ulzer. 


Witness Puzzles Magistrate. 


The examination grew so warm on one 
occasion that Chief Magistrate McAdoo 
made this observation: 


“The witness is certainly a hesitating 
witness. I don't know whether his hesi- 
tancy is due to slow mental processes 
or not.” 

One of the admissions made by Mc- 
Guire was that he and his brother, 
James K. McGutre, former Mayor of 
Syracuse, and now the Albany repre- 
sentative of the Barber Asphalt Paving 
Company, got a commission on all sales 
of the company’s products made to the 
State and to contractors on State work. 
This arrangement, ne asserted, was 
made upon the inauguration of Sulzer 
as Governor. McGuire admitted that he 
had talked with Sulzer while he was 
Governor, with State Highway Commis- 
sioner Carlisle, and with other officers 
of the State Highway Department, and} 
that he had urged them to favor the 
Barber Asphalt Paving Company’s prod- 
uct. This company, he admitted, after 
he had made his gift of $2,500, which, 
he asserted, was for Sulzer, helped to 
reimburse him to the extent of $750. 
McGuire involved himself in embarrass- 
ing contradictions in answering ques-| 
tions about his brother and the Barber} 
company, and he failed to account for 
all the money received from the Barber 
company. : 

As the result of his contradiction 
James 8S. Johnson, New York State) 
sales agent for the Barber Asphalt! 
Pardy Company will be summoned be- |} 
fore Mr. Whitman to-day. It was 
Johnson, according to McGuire, who 
helped to reimburse him after he had 
given the $2,500 to John A. Hennessy. 

In the course of his testimony the 
witness said that James K. McGuire, 
his brother, sailed for South America 
three days ago. Mr. Whitman had 
hoped to have a word with James K. 
McGuire about his relations with the so-| 
called asphalt trust. 

Another admission which Mr. Whit- 
man got from McGuire was that it was 
talk about Albany that Norman E. 
Mack, Everett Fowler, G. Gordon Reed, 
once head of the Highway Department, 
and Gov. John A. Dix conferred in the 
Dix chambers in the Executive Man- 
sion in 1911, and that Fowler was desig- 
nated at this conference as one of the 
up-State collectors of c&mpaign funds. 
As the result of this stimony Mr. 
Whitman expects to call ex-Gov. Dix 
as a witness in the John Doe proceed- 


ings. 

Sace, when Mr. Whitman shook his 
finger in McGuire’s face and told the 
Chief Magistrate that McGuire pur- 
posely was concealing important facts, 
the witness nearly cried. He appeared 
to be on the verge of breaking down, 
but it was only for a moment, and then 
he regained his composure. 

“If I knew about these things, I’d tell 

ou,’’ said McGuire. ‘I'd tell you, Mr. 

hitman, if I knew. You're going to 
find out anyway. There would be no 
object in my not telling.” . 

“Oh, yes,” retorted Mr. Whitman, 
* never mind wnat I am going to find 
out. Was there any object in your not 
telling me the truth last week? Why 
didn’t you tell the truth then?”’ 

“IT had no advice of counsel then,”’ 
begged McGuire. 

“Did you need advice to tell the 
truth?’ shouted the District_ Attorney. 

“I was demoralized then, Mr. Whit- 
man, I was sick,” replied McGuire, not 
even raising his voice. ‘But now I'm 
telling the truth.” 

‘““As a matter of fact, you were pro- 
tecting some one, weren’t you?”’ con- 
tinued Mr. Whitman. 

“No, Sir, Mr. Whitman,” said Mc- 

, ‘IT have no one to protect.’’ 

. Whitman could not get beyond 
McGuire’s inevitable ‘I can’t recall who 
told me.’”’ McGuire changed his testi- 

ony four times in five minutes, but 

e never for a moment lost his temper. 
He was the calmest person in the court- 
room. 

It was noted when McGuire walked 
into the courtroom at 2:30 P. M. with 
bis lawyer, Henry A. Wise, that a 
change had come over him. According 
to Mr. Wise last week, McGuire was a 
* mental and physical wreck.’ He 
beamed upon every one yesterday. 

It was 3 o'clock when Chief Magis- 
trate McAdoo and Mr. Whitman arrived. 

eGuire tcok the witness chair without 
eing called. Mr. Whitman started 
right in on a new tack. It had been 
expected that he immediately would 
question the witness about the famous 
*™M’” telegram and the list of contract- 
ors which McGuire, at the last hearing, 
had denied giving to John A. Hennessy. 
When Mr. Whitman asked the witness 
whether he had been in Cooperstown on 
July 5, 1918, McGuire drew from his in- 
side coat pocket a typewritten state- 
ment. 

“Your Honor,” he said, addressing 
the court, ‘‘I want to correct my fer- 

ey 
ar: Whitman objected, and made it 

lain that he didn’t want to take up 

me by listening to corrections just 
then. McGuire, after receiving instruc- 
tions from the court to answer the ques- 
tion, returned the document to his 
pocket. 

Regarding the Cooperstown visit, it 
was inferred from the District Attor- 
ney’s questions that McGuire had a 
conference there in July with John A. 
Hennessy and ex-Judge J. Linn Arnold, 
editor of the Knickerbocker-Press. But 
McGuire denied that any conference 
had been held. 

The examination turned to ex-Gov. 
Sulzer and the asphalt interests. Mc- 
Guire persisted, vigorously at first, that 
he didn’t think he had ever talked with 
Sulzer about the Warner-Quinlan As- 
shalt Company, a competitor of the Bar- 
er Asphalt Paving Company, but, after 
much hesitation, acknowledged that 
such a conversation had been held. The 
admission was made when Mr. Whit- 
man asked him whether he was will- 
ing to swear that he had never had 
puch a conversation. The witness ob- 
viously was in fear of the word 
* swear.”’ > 

Little by little McGuire’s relations 
with the Barber Asphalt Paving Com- 
pany came out. He was a holder of 100 
shares of the Barber Asphalt Paving 
Company’s stock, he said. He owned

“Your brother owns a large amount 
of stock in the Barber Asphalt Com- 
pany, doesn’t he? ’’ Mr, Whitman asked. 

“*T don’t know,” replied the witness. 
“*I never asked him.’’ 

‘“‘Didn’t you tell some one_ exactly 
how much your brother owns?”’ 

“I don’t recollect,’’ came the reply, a 
reply which was probably written down 
three hundred times in the course of 
the examination. 

Ultimately McGuire told this story 
abvut his relations with the ‘Barber As- 
phalt Paving Company: 

‘‘ There was a controversy in Albany 
as to the enforcement of certain speci- 
fications which described certain mate- 
rials to be used on roads. I had heard 
that these specifications were not en- 
forced. I may have heard this from 
engineers, or contractors, or from the 
Sales agent of the Barber Asphalt Pav- 
ing Company. His name is James S. 
Johnson. I don’t remember telling Gov. 
Sulzer what I heard, but I’ll concede 
that I did tell him. There were two 
sets of specifications for asphalt. One 
described ‘natural solid asphalt’ and 
the other described ‘ residual asphalt.’ 

‘Yes, I admit that I knew that the 
Warner-Quinlan Company made one 
kind and the Barber Asphalt Company 
the other. There were companies, how- 
ever, which handled the same kind of 
product as the Barber Company. No, I 
don’t believe I told the Governor that 
the Barber Asphalt Company was the 
only company which could make the 
product defined in the approved specifi- 
cations. I don’t believe I did, for it 
wasn’t true. I believe there is a Cuban 
company which makes. the same 
product."’ 
fe Did this Cuban company bid on any 
New_York State work?” interrupted 
Mr. Whitman. 


MeGuire Cannot “ Recall.” 


“I don’t recall. You see so many 
things have happened—” 

“Yes, and some more are likely to 
happen,’”’ shouted Mr. Whitman. 

Mr. Wise jumped to his feet and 
Mr. Whitman turned on Mr. Wise. He 
told him flatly that he had no legal 
standing !n the proeeedings. Mr. Wise’s 
request that the court should defend 
the witness was lost ini the noise. Mag- 
istrate McAdoo sustained Mr. Whitman 
and told Mr. Wise that he must not 
interrupt. 

Then McGuire denied that he had ever 
told Gov. Sulzer that if the Barber 
Asphalt Paving Company's products 
were demanded for all of the State 
work there vrould be all the money for 
Sulzer that he wanted. Following this 
the admissions that he and his brother 
shared in the profits of all sales by the 
Barber company was made. 

According to McGuire the Barber 
Asphalt Paving Company, while Sulzer 
was Governor, sold 275,000 gallons of 
oil and asphalt to the repair division 
of the Department of Highways at a 
cost of 11 to 12 cents a gallon. The 
company also sold approximately 200,- 
000 gallons of oil and asphalt during 
this time, he said, to contractors on 
State work He and his brother, he 
said, got a commission of one-half to 
one cent a gallon on all this material. 

‘““And you went to the Governor to 
explain the situation about specifica- 
tions because you and your .brother 
were getting a commission on every- 
thing you sold, isn’t that true?” asked 
“r. Whitman. 

“No, that isn’t true,” said the wit- 
ness after some delay. 

Pressed further, McGuire pleaded that 
he was not an expert and could, there- 
fore, not go into details about matters 
of specification. He admitted finally 
what he had just denied—that he want- 
ed his commission, and ‘,perhaps”’ told 
the Governor that the Barber products 
conformed to the specifications. 

“TIsn’t it a fact that you gave Sulzer 
$500 in the hotel bathroom at Syracuse, 
$2,500 through Mr. Hennessy and an- 
other $500 for his Direct Primaries bill 


| because you had got exclusive control 


in the State for the Barber Company?” 
asked Mr. Whitman. 

‘““No, Sir; I gave the money out of 
sympathy for the Governor,’ persisted 
McGuire. 

“T admit that T thought it might help 
me,”’ he admitted a few seconds later. 


MeGuire’s Testimony Tangled. 


McGuire became tangled in his testi- 


mony about his commissions from the 
Barber Asphalt Paving Company, At 


first he said that he had received $1,300 
or $1400 in commissions and that he 
had deposited this in the joint account 
of himself and his brother. There was 
perhaps $8,000 or $10,000 in this joint 
When he got into deep 
water he said his brother deposited most 


of the money,e This was the brother, 
James K. McGuire, who had just sailed 
for South America on business relating 
to asphalt, Later he said that he re- 
ceived only $750 from the Barber com- 
pany and that this money was paid by 
check through Johnson. Still later he 
said that he was not sure that this 
money from Johnson came from the 
Barber company. Perhaps the company 
still owed him money, he volunteered. 
The $750, he recollected, was paid by 
Johnson to help reimburse him for his 
gift of $2,500 to Sulzer. He could not 
tell, he said, whether this $750 was 
charged against his commission or not. 
The company, he said, had not settled 
with him yet, nor with his brother. 

‘“‘If the $750 was commission money, 
what did you do to earn it besides talk 
to Gov. Sulzer? ’’ asked Mr. Whitman. 


Says He Urged Carlisle. 


The witness hemmed and hawed and 
finally blurted out that he had also 
seen Commissioner Carlisle and other 
persons in the Highway Department 
and that he had asked them to buy the 
Barber company’s product. Incidentally 


he dropped the information that he was 
also getting commissions from the 
United States Asphalt Refining Com- 
pany for the sale of oil to the State. 

“Didn't the Governor send for you 
and tell you that you and your brother 
were making a lot of money out of 
contracts and that the Barber Asphalt 
Company ought to help him out?”’ 
asked Mr. Whitman. 

“I gave Sulzer $2,500, but nothing 
was said by the Governor about con- 
tracts,’’ replied McGuire after more 
hesitation. 

From the United States Asphalt Re- 
fining Company, McGuire said, he re- 
ceived a check for $690 for the sale of 
250,000 gallons of oil. ‘This was for 
him and his brother, he said, but he 
failed to show how he could get only 
$690 when his commission was one cent 
a gallon. 

“I'd like to explain why my brother 
went to South America,’”” the witness 
started to explain when there was a 
lull in the proceedings. 

“IT don’t care why he went,” re- 
torted the District Attorney. vans 
more interested in knowing when he 
is coming back.’’ 


The Alleged Dix Conference. 
It was not until he had been ques- 
tioned for two hours that Mr. W'naitman 
gave McGuire another chance to draw 
from his pocekt his typewritten state- 
ment of ‘ corrections.” This statement 
read very much like a law book. Mc- 
Guire admitted. that nis lawyer had 
helped him prepare it. Mr. Whitman 
interrupted the witness many times 
while McGuire was reading it to the 


stenograpner. During one breathing 
spell the matter of the alleged confer- 
ence in Dix’s office was brought up. 
This is the testimony on that point: 


Q.—In your conference with Hennessy at 
the Hotel Utica in Utica, did you tell him 
avout a meeting at the Executive Mansion? 
ro Sag told him I had heard of such a mect- 
ng. 

Q.—Where did you hear it? 
talked around Albany. 

Q.—What did you tell Hennessy? A,—About 
a meeting of Reel and Mack, where con- 
tributions were discussed. 

Q.—Who told you about the meeting? A.— 
It was just a rumor. Probably fifty others 
nad heard the rumor. 

Q.—Give me the name of one of the fifty. 
A.—I can’t recall any rame. 

Q.—Didn’t you tell Henessy that Everett 
Fowler was appointed collector for the West- 
ern part of the State? A.—I told him that I 
had heard tnat this had been discussed at 4 
conference. 

Q.—What kind of a conference was this? 
A,—One in which campaign contributions were 
discussed. I told Hennessy that I had heard 
of a conference of Reel, Mack, and Fowler. 

Q.—Sv Fowler was trere? A.—I heard it. 

Q.—You heard that there was a meeting of 
Fowler, Mack, Reel, awd Dix, didn’t you? 
4.—Yes, 

Q.—What hapvened at that meeting? A.— 
I heard that Fowler was to raise contribu- 
tions. 

Q.—As a matter of fact, William H. Kelley 
told you about that conference, didn’t he? 
A.—Who? Kelley? No, not Kelley, I didn’t 
know him well enough for that. 

Q.—Who did tell? A.—I can’t recall. 

Q.—If you take two days more of rest, don’t 
you think you can recollect? A.—I don’t 
know. 

Q.—Was it a rumor among contractors at 
Albany that Fowler was designated as col- 
lector? A.—Yes. 

Q.—Wasn't it common talk among con- 
tractors? <A.—Yes.

Q.—And they told you about this confer- 
ence? A.—I can’t say that, Mr. Whitman.

Guire admitted that John A. Hennessy

“I gave him the names of contractors 
whom I had heard had contributed, 
read McGuire, ‘‘and also such as 
thought had contributed. I told him 
that most of the contractors had been 
asked and that I had heard that a good 
many had contributed.” 

“You told him that you had heard 
that the Barber Asphalt Company had 
contributed $5,000?"’ asked Mr. Whit- 
man. ‘ Now, who told you? 

“T don’t know. I have no recollection 
whatever.” 

McGuire said that he had never asked 
Fowler for a contribution, but he 
couldn't recall whether Fowler ever 
had asked him for a _ contribution. 
Kelley had asked him, he said, but only 
for local campaigns in Syracuse. 

“You don't remember a, single man 
who told you anything?” asked the 
District Attorney, wrathfully. 

“T ean’t honestly tell you a single 
name,” answered McGuire. al 

“Never mind the ‘honestly, re- 
torted the District Attorney, 

One of the “ corrections ostensibly 
was a minor one, put Mr. Whitman 
seized upon it and drove it home. Mc- 
Guire, it seems, had testifded last week 
that he had never talked to any one 
who had said that he had paid Kelley 
any money. In making his corrections 
he said that he wished to withdraw that 
statement and substitute that he had 
“no recollection of talking to any one 
who had paid Kelley money. Me 

“You changed that, didn’t you, 
shouted the District Attorney, be- 
cause you were afraid of Ly goa I it 
proved against you that you did talk to 
certain persons who had paid Kelley 
money? You were afraid I might, pro- 
duce these persons, weren't you? 

The witness explained at length, but 
did not succeed in answering the ques- 
tion, and Mr. Whitman did not press it. 

The hearing will be resumed at 2:30 
o’clock to-morrow, andit is expected that 
James S. Johnson, the Barber Asphalt 
Paving Company’s sales agent, will be 
on hand to testify, Mr. Whitman, it is 
expected, will also have a transcript of 
the three bank accounts which the Mc- 
Guires maintained in the National Bank 
of Syracuse. One of these is the ac- 
count of McGuire & Co., Incorporated. 
Another is the joint account of George 
H. McGuire and James K. McGuire, and 
the third is a personal account of 
George H. McGuire. 

Information has reached Mr. Whitman 
that less than a month before McGuire 
made his gift of $2,500 the State High- 
way Department, then dominated by 
Sulzer, advertised and let twenty con-— 
tracts for the repairing and construction 
of highways amounting to $470,037.80, 
Mr. Whitman, it is expected, will show 
by records of the Department of Effi- 
ciency and Economy that between Aug. 
4 and Oct. 7, 1913, the Barber Asphalt 
Paving Company furnished 36 per cent. 
of all materials and 40 per cent. of all 
asphalt used in the repairs and mainte- 
nance of State highways. It is ex- 
pected that he will show how this ma-— 
terial was bought by the Highway De- 
partment. 


OSBORNE TAKES UP TASK. 


Will Make for Gov. Glynn State- 


Wide Search for Graft.

ALBANY, Nov. 19.—James W. Os- 
borne, former Assistant District Attor- 
ney of New York County, after a con- 
ference this afternon with Gov. Glynn, 
said that he would undertake a State- 
widp investigation of the charges of 
graft. He convinced Gov. Glynn that 
he would need $15,000 for the purposes 
of the investigation. 

Osborne accepted an appointment as 
Commissioner under the Moreland act 
and immediately named Arthur T. 
Warner as his assistant. Warner has 
been associated with Osborne in several 
investigations. 

As soon as Osborne accepted the ap- 
pointment many reports made by John 
A. Hennessy were turned over to him. 
He and Warner then began preparing 
for their investigation. 

Broad authority has been given to 
Osborne. Gov. Glynn instructed _ Os- 
borne to aid District Attorney Whit- 
man in his John Doe inquiry as much 
as possible. Osborne has not yet been 
made a Deputy Attorney General. 

Effort probably will be made soon to 
find several graft inquiry reports which 
disappeared about the time of the de- 
parture of Sulzer. If Osborne should 
tracy any of this material, and should 
need it, he could demand by subpoena 
that it be produced. 

Whether Sulzer or John A. Hennessy 
will be called at any time to testify re- 
garding any feature of the inquiry has 
not been determined. After Jan. 1 
Sulzer can refuse to testify on the 
ground that he is a member of the 
Legislature. 

The testimony regarding asphalt con- 
tracts given by George H. McGuire in 
the John Doe proceedings to-day threw 
new light on charges recently made 
against Highway Commissioner John N, 
Carlisle. 

Carlisle was accused by _ representa- 
tives of independent asphalt manufac- 
turers of attempting to give the State 
asphalt business to the Barber Com- 
pany. This was to be acccomplished, it 
was alleged, by having specifications for 
asphalt adopted which only the Barber 
Company could fulfill. 

An attorney for the independents made 
this charge before Gov. Glynn, and was 
told to put the allegations in writing. 
This has not been done. 

A rumor current at the time the 
charges first were made was that Car- 
lisle’'s dismissal was sought by certain 
politicians. He is a Sulzer appointee. 
The opponents of Sulzer and his fol- 
lowers hope to see established a con- 
necting link between McGuire, Sulzer, 
and Carlisle in the asphalt specifica- 
tions. 


EX-GOV. DIX MAKES DENIAL. 


Calls Story of Fowler Conference 


“* Absolutely False.” 


ALBANY, Nov. 19.—Emphatic derflal 
that he ever took part in a conference 
at which Everett P. Fowler was ap- 
pointed collector of Democratic cam- 
paign funds was made to-night by ex- 
Gov. John A. Dix. 

“T never heard of such a meeting 
until I read about it recently in the 
newspapers,” he said. ‘‘ Further than 
that, I don’t believe that Fowler ever 
was in the Executive Mansion during 
my incumbency. 

“At no time have I been interested 
in collecting campaign funds for my 
candidacy or tnat of any other candi- 
date for Governor. When I made my 
race I paid my own expenses, and what 
otmer candidates for Governor did I do 
not know The story is absolutely 
false’

for he began the prison investigations 
for me. tie will not need to stop when 
he goes over the ground covered by 
Hennessy. There is much more to be 
done.”’ 

‘‘ Will you lend your assistance?’’ he 
was asked. 

“In every way I can,” ex-Gov. Dix 
replied.

LONDON, Nov. 19.—The decisions of 
the Oxford University Athletic Club 
officials in reference to the Rhodes 
scholars have aroused widespread dis- 
cussion. 

In some quarters they are regarded 
as showing that ‘the British have 
been taught another iesson on the 
necessity of specializing, and in others 
it is felt that the devisions require 
defenuing. 

The committee’s resolutiens in- 
cluded a clause to the effect that 
residence at any time in another uni- 
versity or similar institution should 
disqualify an undergraduate from 
competing in the freshmen’s sports. 
This is a bar to Rhodes scholars at 
junior competitions. 

It has been patent for some time 
that English public school recruits 
are placed at a disadvantage in fresh- 
men's sports owing to the competi- 
tion of the post-graduates from Amer- 
ica and the over-seas dominions. The 
majority of these are Rhodes scholars, 
who, by the laws governing the 
Rhodes request, must needs show 
athletic as well as. mental ability. 
It has thus frequently happened that 
American and colonial champions 
have become students of Oxford Uni- 
versity. 

An autherity on the subject, writ- 
ing in TheePa!! Mall Gazette, says: 

‘““Matters were brought to a head 
this year by the victory of the ‘ for- 
eigners’” at the freshmen’s meeting, 
when an admittedly poor lot of Eng- 
lish schools recruits were pitted 
against a powerful lot of Rhodes 
scholars, including many chanipions.”’ 

Not much fault is found with this 
decision, the Rhodes scholars them- 
selves admitting its justice, but the 
second clause of the committee's reso- 
lutions, placing the age limit at 24 on 
competitors in university sports, is re- 
garded as distinctly drastic in every 
sense. ; 

The same writer says this latter 
move is palpably unfair to the Rhodes 
scholars and other “foreign” ath- 
letes. It is apparently a travesty on 
the old-time eaxiom, “ Youth will be 
served.” He adds that by common 
consent the presence of the “foreign- 
ers’ at Oxford has raised the stand- 
ard in sports. 

Another writer on the subject says 
it is quite erroneous to suppose that 
the Rhodesites have been clearing the 
board in inter-’varsity sports. _ 

Reviewing past records, this writer 
points out ‘hat, on the nine occasions 
when Oxford has won the inter-’var- 
sity svorts since the first Rhodes 
scholar appeared, the dark blues won 


five times without the assistance of 
the Rhodesites, and of the ninety 
events the Rhodesites claim only six- 
teen wins. But he doubts if the Eng- 
lishmen will be able to hold their own 
{in future. He says, judging from the 
returns of the Oxford Freshmen’s 
sports, the Oxford team next March 
will be mainly composed of Rhodes 
men. He adds: 

“The Rhodesites are what may be 
called specialists. They excel in field 
events, and very seldom at other 
forms of sport, whereas Englishmen 
in most cases only indulge in ath- 
leti¢s as a side-line.” 

G. C. Vassall, ex-President of the Ox- 
ford University Athletic Club and a 
member of the committee, says the ob- 
ject of the decisions is to encourage 
the average public school boy to de- 
vote himself more closely to athletics. 
The clause dealing with university 
sports does not, he adds, apply to 
inter-’Varsity sports, but only to Ox- 
ford sports. 


CUBAN AMNESTY BILL AGAIN. 


Amended to Include Carrera and 
May Pass Despite Protests.

HAVANA, Nov. 19.—The joint com- 
mittee of the Senate and House has 
approved the amnesty bill to which 
the United States Government object- 
ed so strongly last April, when the 
Liberals attempted, under the cloak of 
amnestying the negro rebels, to free 
the Liberal employes who were guilty 
of delinquencies during the Gomez 
régime. 

The Joint Committee amended the 
bill to include Rafael Carrera, former 
Secretary of Public Works, who be- 
came a fugitive from justice after be- 
ing held in $10,000 bail on the charge 
of malversation of public funds. 

Senator Bustamente, a Liberal him- 
self, denounced the bill as infamous 
in the Senate to-day, and appealed to 
regardless of party, to 
defeat it; but there is a strong proba- 
bility that the measure will pass, as 
the Liberals are in the majority, owing 
to the recent disaffection of the As- 
bertistas, who were the Administra- 
tion’s allies.

worth of bonds in the National Bitum- 
inous Company. Dr. Golden claimed 
that he was entitled to half the profits 
on the sale of these bonds under two 
agreements witnessed by Julian B. 

Shope, a New York lawyer. 

There was much contradiction in the 
evidence regarding the genuineness of 
these documents. Tagliania said one 
of the alleged agreements had been 
altered from a document left with Dr. 
Golden for the purpose of enabling the 
latter to raise money, while the sec- 
ond agreement was a blank document 
containing his (Tagliania’s) signature, 
given to Golden, to be used if neces- 
sary during Tagliania’s absence from 
America. 

Golden’s counsel described these 
charges as untenable, and said that if 
they were persisted in they would have 
to be met at a trial.

WOULDN'T QUIT SHIP 
BLISTERED BY FIRE 


Pannonia Officers Here with 
Rescued from the Balmes Call 
Capt. Ruiz ‘ a Grand Sea Dog.’

pee BY STIFLING SMOKE 
Stokers Could Stay at Their Post 
Burning Ship for Only 
Five Minutes at a Time.

When the Cunard Line’s steamship 
Pannonia arrived at her pier yesterday 
morning bringing the 1083 men, women, 
and children rescued from the burning 
steamship Balmes in midocean on last 
Friday, Capt. Robert Capper and his 
officers said that the heroes of the dis- 
aster were Capt. Juan Ruiz and the 
members of his crew, who fought the 
flames day and night until they dropped 
on the deck. Chief Officer Harry Mc- 
Conkey of the Pannonia, who was in 
command of the first lifeboat, went on 
board the Balmes with Surgeon Do- 
herty and Purser Williams as a fire- 
man wag hoisted from the stokehold of 
the burning ship in a bowline. He was 
unconscious from the smoke from the 
burning cotton, which he had inhaled. 

Capt. Ruiz told the chief officer of 
the Cunarder that the cotton was on 


| fire in No. 2 hold, and that the smoke 
{had penetrated through the wooden 


bulkhead into the stokehold and engine 
room, and that it was impossible for the 
men to stay below for more than five 
minutes at a time. Under those condi- 
tions the engineers and firemen kept 
steam up from Thursday night until 
the steamer arrived at St. George's 
| Bermuda, on Sunday morning, where 
she was beached. 

“Tt was a fortunate thing for the 
Balmes,” said Capt. Capper, ‘‘ that the 
wireless operator on the Pannonia man- 
aged to get the S, O. S. call sent out 
by her operator at 1:15 o’clock on 
Thursday morning, as we were the only 





call was so indistinct that I asked to 
have the message repeated, and then 
got her position, which showed that 
she was 287 miles to the south. When 
Capt. Ruiz flashed the message that his 
ship was on fire and the passengers 
were in peril, I replied that the Pan- 
nonia was coming to the rescue, The 
watches in the engine room and stoke- 
hold were doubled, and we started to 
meet the Balmes in a southerly gale and 
head sea, which reduced our speed down 
to nine knots. We had no other mes- 
sage from the burning steamer for 
twelve hours, and could not get her 
with our short range wireless, which 
made me anxious, as I was afraid that 
something might have exploded in her 
cargo. 

** At 2 o’clock in the afternoon we got 
anether message from Capt. Ruiz, stat- 
ing that the fire was guiring on them 
and to come as quickly as possible. He 
also said that his ship was steaming to- 
ward us at about five knots an hour. 
At 7:20 the same night wé came up 
close to the Balmes and hove short 
under her stern. 


“When I got within half a mile of 
her, Capt. Ruiz ao that he had 
sixteen women and fourteen children 
among the 103 gee ee on board and 
ninety-one of the number were in the 
steerage. I suggested to him that the 
transfer to the Pannonia should be 
made at once if there was any imme- 
diate danger, and he replied that his 
men could manage to keep on till day- 
light, and it would be safer for the 
women and children then, as half his 
crew were laid up, and the rest were 
fighting the fire. : 

“On peer morning, after daylight, 
T had four lifeboats lowered in charge 
of the chief, first, third, and fourth offi- 
cers, with eight seamen in each boat. 
There was a short, choppy sea on, and 
I was anxious to get the passengers on 
board, as the barometer had fallen in 
the night and there were indications 
that a storm was coming on. Chief Of- 
ficer MoCenkey returned to the ship at 
7:08 o'clock with the first load, thirty- 
seven women and children, who were 
handed up the accommodation ladder 
by a chain of stewards and passed 
along to the second cabin, where there 
was plenty of warm clothing waiting 
for them. This had been prepared by 
the passengers in the first eabin and 
the stewardesses. ; 

“The next three boats arrived soon, 
bringing the men passengers, and at 
9:16 o'clock the chief officer came back 
from his second trip with thirty-five 
passengers. His boat was hoisted to the 
davits just as the storm broke, and a 
sea dashed over the upper deck. We 
finished just in time, and steamed for 
Bermuda. We kept about two miles 
away on the starboard beam of the 
Balmes until we arrived at St. Georges 
on Sunday morning.”’ 

All the passengers were rescued, Pur- 
ser Williams said, and transferred with- 
out suffering a scratch, and one woman

Tuckahoe and Bronxville May Be 


Brought Near Bankruptcy.

TUCKAHOER, N. Y., Nov, 19.—It de- 
veloped to-day in the investigation of 
the affairs of Former Supervisor Henry 
C. Merritt of Tuckahoe, who has been 
missing since a week before election, 
that the financial affairs of the town of 
East Chester, which takes in Tuckahoe 
and Bronxville, are badly tangled and 
apparently about $140,000 is missing. 
Accountants from the State Controller’s 
office have completed their investigation 
of Supervisor Merritt’s books, and their 
report will be filed at Albany to- 
morrow. 

The State’s representatives reported to 
the Town Council last night that there 
was credited to ‘‘ Henry C. Merritt, Su- 
pervisor,’’ $97,775.51 as town funds, in 
two Westchester County banks. In the 
Gramatan National Bank at Bronxville 
there is $66,524.80 in Merritt’s name’as 
Supervisor and $1,109.97 to the credit of 
the highway fund. In the Westchester 
Trust Company, Yonkers, there are town 
funds amounting to $30,141.24. 

Supervisor-elect Frederick Close, who 
before election charged: Merritt with 
mismanagement of the town funds and 
forced his resignation, has filed his 
bond, but it is said that he may have 
trouble getting possession of the town 
moneys because they are deposited in 
Merritt’s name. There is considerable 
apprehension among the taxpayers, be- 
cause if it should be true that Mr. Mer- 
ritt is short $140,000 or more and the 
town is unable to collect only a part of 
{t from his bondsmen the town may be 
on the verge of bankruptcy. i 

The State auditors found that $260,000 | 
of sewer bonds had been sold and about 
$100,000 of this sum had been paid out! 
on contract work. There is still a large 


sum due the contractors, which they 
were unable to collect from Merritt. 
What has become of the general town 
account and the California road im- 
provement funds has not been reported. 

It is also said that no trace can be 
found of a certificate of indebtedness 
which had been issued on June 29, 1913, 
for the sum of $88,862.79 to George M. 
Hahn & Co.

There appears to be no trace of Mer- 
ritt, and was learned on the highest 
authority to-night that his wife has not 
received a word from him since he dis- 
appeared. Mrs. Merritt, as well as Mer- 
ritt’s mother, who is 80 years old, are 
heartbroken, and it is feared that grief 
will kill the latter, Merritt has been 
traced to Philadelphia, where he visited 
an eye specialist. It is believed he is in 
some sanitarium near that city or else 
has gone to Europe. He was nearly 
blind in one eye and was under treat- 
ment when he left Tuckahoe.

On behalf of Mr. Churchill, it Was 
stated that it was his belief that the 
death of his sponsor, Mayor Gaynor, 
was the cause of the present move to 
prevent his reappointment. His term 


expires on Jan. 1, but Mayor Kline is 
expected to name his successor or to re- 
appoint him during the present month. 

he general view expressed by mem- 
bers of the board yesterday was that 
Supt. Maxwell was probably directly 
responsible for the fight against Mr. 
Churchill, and that the raising of the 
“free speech”? issue by Mr. Maxwell 
a few weeks ago was merely prelimi- 
nary to the present move. Mr. Max- 
well’'s term of office does not expire 
until March 16, 1916. 

On seeing a copy of the letter ad- 
dressed to Mayor Kline Mr. Churchill 
said he had expected this fight for some 
time, and had been so confident that it 
would be made in the way it has that 
he had written to an evening peper 
protesting against the plan. He ad $ 

“TI must have made a pretty vigorous 
President or I wouldn't have stirred up 
such men as these."’ 

This is the letter sent to Mayor Kline: 


New York, Nov. 18, 1013. 
To the Hon. Ardolph L. Kline, Mayor of 
the City of New Yark, City Hall, New 
York City. 

Sir: The undersigned citizens and tax- 
payers, who are especially concerned with 
education and who take a deep interest in 
the organization and conduct of the city 
school system, being zealous for the main- 
tenance of the reputation which the schooly 
have gained during the past twenty years 
for efficiency and non-political adminis- 
tration, respectfully ask that men and wo- 
men of the highest possible type be sought 
to accept the appointments to the Board of 
Education that are soon to be made by you. 

During the past two years the Board of 
Education has steadily and rapidly deteri- 
orated The merit system of promoting 
and appointing teachers has been inter- 
fered with and endangered. Steps have 
been taken to weaken or to nullify the au- 
thority and the responsibility of the pro- 
fessional officers of the school system for 
the purely scholastic work of the schools. 
Legislation has been advocated in open de- 
fiance of the best civic and educational 
sentiment, 

We urgently ask for a prompt return to 
the higher stardards which long existed in 
the Board of Educetion. In particular, we 
ask that the present President of the Board 
of Education, Mr. Churchill, to whose in- 
fluence the present unhappy condition of 
the city school administration is chiefly 
due, and those who have peen closely asso- 
eiated with him, be not reappointed.

ASSAILS LUTHER’S MORALS. 


Mgr. McMahon Holds Him Respon- 
sible for Lax Standards. 


In the first lecture of the Catholic 
Library Association's course for the 
season of 1918-14, delivered yesterday In 
the grand ballroom of Delmonico’s, at 
Forty-fourth Street and Fifth Avenue, 
Mgr. Joseph H. McMahon outlined the 
attitude of the Roman Catholic Church 
toward Martin Luther. The subject of 
the lecture was, “ A Diseredited Rellg- 
ious Reformer.”’ 

Mer. McMahon told of the researches 
of Father Denifle, the Dominican schol- 
ar, who died in Munich a few years 
ago while on his way to Oxford, Eng- 
land, to receive the degree of Doctor of 
Letters from the university there in 
recognition of his historical discoveries. 
He also dwelt upon the works of Father 
Grisar, who, he said, had vindicated the 
scholarship of Father Denifie. 


“In studying the life and work of] cial 


Martin Luther,” gaid Mgr. McMahon, 

we must recognize frankly that he 
was one of the greatest personalities in 
the history of the human race; that he 
possessed a remarkable and fascinating 
individuality and a mind so masterful 
as to dominate those about him and to 
impress its stamp upon the subsequent 
petition! and reifgious history of the 

Mer. McMahon said that Luther’s 
moral teachings were responsible for 
the modern conception of the flexibility 
of morals as opposed to the Catholic 
doctrine of an absolute standard ot 
morality. The modern ideas of mar- 
riage and divorce, the debilitating ef- 
fect of the so-called study of sex hy- 
giene, were both traceable directly, he 
maintained, to the trend of thought in- 
spired by Luther’s teachings. 

“Until recently,” said the lecturer, 
“no scholarly effort has been made to 
get at the real facts concerning Luther’s 
life. Writers have taken their facts, 
or alleged facts, from the contemporary 
pamphleteers who wrote during Luther's 
life, and from those who succeeded him. 
During that period theological hatred, 
that blackest and most bitter emotion 
to which the passions of men are sus- 
ceptible, was rampant In Germany. Writ- 
ers on both sides had little or no re- 
gard for accuracy. As a result legends 
have been told in histories written on 
both sides which have been accepted 
with a credulity which astonishes us." 

Mer. McMahon said that the writings 
of Luther discovered by Father Denifle 
in his researches proved that the great 
reformer was a thoroughiy immoral 
man—that he was consciously immoral. 
The writings of Luther published by 
Denifle, he said, were untranslatable 
into English, because of their actual 
obscenity. As a result of Luther’s im- 
moral teaching, the lecturer maintained, 
he could not rightly be recognized as a 
religious reformer, or the founder of a 
true ethical system. ‘That he was s0 
regarded, Mgr. McMahon said, was be- 
cause he had attacked evils in the body 
of the Church which in that day was 
sunk in iniquity and corruption. 


FENDER ORDER STIRS 
WRATH OF THEB.R.'T. 


President Willlams Makes Bitter 
Personal Attack on Com- 
missioner Maltbie. 


HE CHARGES ‘INSINCERITY’ 


“ Vituperation,” Says Maltble, 
Should Not Cloud the Issue— 
Offers Ald to B. R. T. 


A. brisk controversy devloped yester- 
day betwen Col. Timothy 5S, Willlams, 
President of the Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
Company, and Commissioner Milo R. 
Maltbie in reference to the recent order 
of the Public Service Commission re- 
quiring the B. R. T. to install certain 
types of safety appliances on its surface 
cars. In his opinion, which accom- 
panied the order, Commissioner Maltbie 
made reference to the cost of the new 
devices, which he estimated at $150,000, 
and said that this was not worth hag- 
gling about when the lives and limbs of 
men, women, and children were at 
stake. 

In a formal statement issued yester- 
day, Col. Williams said: 

‘““We have received the order of the 
Public Service Commission in the mat- 
ter of projecting fenders on surface cars 
of this system, but not the opinion of 
Commissioner Maltbie thereon. The pub- 
lished extraets of the opinion indicate 
the willingness to disregard the facts 


and pervert the testimony in this action 
which have characterized Mr. Maltbie’s 
entire course in this matter. The pub- 
lished quotations would make it appear 
that the Brook! Rapid Transit sys- 
tem held the safety of its passengers 
as a matter of dollars and

the Public Service Commission believes 
there has been too much delay in the 
matter it surely must have some s&pe- 
type of fender in mind which it 
ean recommend, and asks that Commis- 
sioner Maltbie inform him what it is, 
He then reviews the history of the case, 
asserting that it shows the “‘ gross 
hypocrisy ’’ of Commissioner Maltbie in 
the matter. 

The wheel guards, Col. Willlams ad- 


mits, which were installed tn 1928, have 
prowess successful, but the teste made 

y the commission itself show that the 
fenders have been fallures and have 
added to the dan of the atreet. 
Three types of er were tested, and 
the rigid type now in use on the B. R. 
‘Il’. apparently was the best. The Pub- 
lic Service Commission, however, con- 
demned its use, and also that of the 
fender operated from the platform by 
the motorman, and has said of the third 
type, the automatic fender: 

“We are of opinion thet it would not 
be wise to attempt its use at present in 
Greater New York.” 

Col. Williams in his statement age 
the opinions of such experts as a: ae 
Fleming, Vice President of the Chicago 
City Railway Company and R. B. Ham- 
ilton, Vice President of the Philadel- 
phia Rapid Transit Company, opposing 
the use of any projecting car fender in 
crowded streets. In conclusion, Col. 
Williams says: 

“The commission did not produce at 
any of the hearings to which our com- 
pany was a party one syliable of evi- 
dence indicating that there was auy 
type of projecting fender yet devised 
or in process of invention which would 
obviate the dangers above pointed out. 
In the face of this situation, this com- 
pany in its desire that every safe- 
guard shall be placed around the lives 
of those who use its lines and those who 
o about in the public streets, could 
ke no position other than the one it 
has always occupied, namely, that the 
sojecting fender is a menace in and of 
tself, and where wheel guards are in- 
stalled, produces more accidents then 
it prevents, 

“The foregoin 


summary of the record 
in this case is 


ven in order to demon- 
strate the insincerity and misrepresenta- 
tion characterizing the action of Com- 
missioner Maltbie in this instance.” 

In reply to Col, Williams, Commis- 
sioner Maltbie had this to say yester- 
ay: 

“No amount of personal vituperation 
should be allowed to confuse the issue. 
Col. Williams’s companies opposed the 
installation of wheel guards, but their 
installation was ordered by the com- 
mission, and he now admits they are 
effective. His companies opposed the 
installation of air brakes and took the 
order of the commission to the Ap- 
pellate Division of the Supreme Court, 
which unanimously affirmed the order. 
‘He is now opposing the installation 
of fenders on cars operating in the 
outlying districts of Brooklyn, where 
Cars are operated at high speed. Yet 
fenders are operated to the satisfaction 
of the companies in other districts in 
Greater New York and in other cities, 
and in Queens alone they have saved a 
score of human lives. 

“The company has expressed its will- 
ingness to operate the present anti- 
<se type of fender, has admitted 

is not the most effective art 
and yet opposes the installation of a 
better type. If Col. Williams and his 
staff cannot find a more efficient type 
than they are operating, I am sure 
the commission and its engineers would 
be glad to assist them. When Col. 
Williams has read the opinion of the 
commission, which he confesses he has 
not done, he will be in a better position 
to speak of its contents,”’

Harold 8., J. P. Morgan & Co. and 
Others Held Auto Company's Notes.

at Cambridge, although he may be 


available for part of the play. The 
coaches to-day tried Otis Guernsey in 
his place and the chances are that he 
will be sent against the Crimson as 
first string selection for full back. 
Guernséy’s Career has been meteoric. 


He and Jack Blossom, the baseball 
Captain, were fellow athletes at the 
Taft School, and Guernsey captained 
the freshman eleven last Fall. He has 
been substitute half back all the Fall 
and only succeeded Hal Pumpelly for 
the Princeton game as pinch drop 
kicker because of the injured knee of 
that player. His goal yielded Yale her 
only score in the Princeton match, but 
he showed general football enough for 
him to be thrust into the vacancy at 
full back when Dunn’s knee failed to 
respond to treatment after the game. 
Unless he retires from the Harvard 
game, Pumpelly will have practically 
no chance of getting into the game, 
even as a substitute, as Guernsey is 
superior to Pumpelly in even the drop 
kicking specialty.

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GOV. TENER TO HE 
NATIONAL LEAGUE 


Pennsylvania’s Chief Executive 
Will Be Only Honorary Presi- 
dent Until Jan. 1, 191 5. 


PHILADBLPHIA, Penn., Nov. 19.— 
Gov. Tener, upon his arrival hete to- 
night from Harrisburg, stated that hé 
had agreed to accept the Presidency of 
the National League of Baseball Clubs 
for a term of four years. He has been 
assured of the unanimous support of the 
eight club Presidents, four of whom 
consulted with him to-day at the State 
capitol, while the others were informed 
of the progress of the negotiations by 
long-distance telephone. 

Although hé has agreed to accept an 
election at the next meeting of the 
National League in New York on Dec. 
9, Gov. Tener declared that he will 
not assume any duties that will inter- 


fere with his responsibilities as Chief 
Executive of Pennsylvania. Until his 
term as Governor expires in January, 
1914, he will not accept any salary from 
the National League, and will head that 
organization merely in an honorary ca- 
pacity, the Governor declared. He de- 
clined to say what his salary will be 
when he has completed his tefin as Gov- 
ernor and assumes ali the duties of the 
Presideney of the National League. 


HARRISBURG, Penn., Nov. 19.—Gov. 
Tener said to-night that only a. few 
minor details were to be arranged be- 
fore his acceptance of the Presidency 
of the National Leagué of Baseball 
Clubs. He made this statement on his 
way to a train for Philadelphia after @ 
four-and-a-half-hour conference with a 
committee of four representing the clu 
of the league, and Charles H, Ebbets o 
the Brooklyn Club stated that he re- 
garded the matter as all settled. 

The offer of the Presidency of the 
league was accompanied by assurances of 
the votes of all clubs from H. W. Hemp- 
stead, representing the New York Club: 
Harry Ackerland, representing Chicago; 
Charles H. Ebbets, representing Brook+ 
lyn, and W. F. Baker, representing 
Philadelphia. Barney reyfuss, Pitts+ 
burgh; S. B. Britton, St. Louis; August 
Herrmann, representing Cincinnati, and 
J. KE. Gaffney, Boston, were unable to 
be here, but it was stated that they 
were in accord with the proposition to 
elect the Governor as President at the 
meeting in New York on Dec. 

The committeé members were guests 
of the Governor at luncheon and spent 
the whole afternoon closeted with him 
at the Executive mansion. They left at 
5:30 for Philadelphia, where the Gov- 
ernor is to attend a function to-night. 

On the way to the train the Gov- 
ernor said: 

‘“We had hoped the matter would be 
settled, but some minor points in the 
negotiations remain to be considered, 
and the representatives here will con- 
sult with their colleagues who are not 
present. These matters will be taken 
up later.”’ 

‘““We regard the matter as all set- 
tled,’’ said MY. Ebbets when asked for a 
statement. 

The Governor then continued: ‘In 
case I accept the Presidency of the Na- 
tional League I will not resign as Gov- 
ernor. Neither will I give my undivid- 
ed time to the affairs of the league for 
the balance of my term as Governor.’ 

It was siawested to the Governor 
that it looked as though he would bé 
chosen and he replied: 

“It looks that way. I do not know 
that the terms in detail are of any spe- 
cial interest. I will accept when they 
are all arranged.” 

It is understood that the Governor 
desired to have some further communi- 
cation from the club owners not here, 
but from all accounts all have declared 
that they desire him and the representa- 
tives here said they considered it as 
closed. 

The term will be for five years and 
265,000, according to reports circulated, 
but about which the Governor and the 
representatives would not make any of- 
ficial statement. Neither would they 
say what were the minor points re- 
ferred to by the Governor.

MISSOURI ADMITS BEING SHOWN. 

The Attorney General of Missouri 
dismissed on Friday his suits against

The objection offered is that in many 
cases the punishment would fall on the 
wrong man—on the innocent and help- 
less owner of the car, instead of on the 
guilty chauffeur whose intoxication or 
recklessness was in violation of both ex- 
plicit orders and sdlemn promises. 

That real hardship could thus be in- 
flicted, and undeserved losses imposed, 
is obvious enough, but the possibility 
hardly condemns the suggested law, 
since nobody who drives his own car—a 
large majority of all automobilists— 
would lose his insurance except by his 
own fault. As for the others, they 
would simply be compelled, in the se- 
lection of chauffeurs, to make them- 
selves more nearly sure than now that 
their employes were sober, competent, 
and law-abiding. 

Certainty in these respects, of course, 
could not be obtained, for betrayals of 
reasonably justified canfidence will 
doubtless continue till the end of that 
portion of time which interests pre- 
millennial mortals. With something 
less than certainty, however, we could

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VALUE OF PHILIPPINES. 


Furnish a Good Training Ground for 
American Soldiers. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Your leader for to-day is so clean-cut 
a piece of work, is so clear and forcibly 
put, that it made a distinct impression 
upon the writer, as doubtless upon all 
thinking readers of THE TimEs. The 
Philippines are not often enough in our 
thoughts, as an enormous problem, upon 
which our children’s children will still 


be at work, I believe. They have been 
studied from many angles, but it would 
seem that one point of view remains 
without the attention which surely it 
deserves. 

In the opinion of the writer, perhaps 
the one greatest reason for maintaining 
our hold as a nation upon this collec- 
tion of savage and semi-savage peoples 
is the opportunity it has given us to en- 
able our soldiers to become the real ar- 
ticle, and not merely—regulars and vol- 
unteers alike—carpet soldiers; men who 
have never seen powder burned in an- 
ger, nor heard the zip of a rifle bullet 
fired by a military enemy worthy of 
consideration as such. 

Now that our Indians, through process 
of elimination, have become ‘ good” 
and no longer are severely troublesome 
to outlying districts of our country, 
what opportunities offer for the real 
training of our men? Aside from the 
Philippines, none at all worth mention- 
ing. And yet were we to be at war 
with some power, using against us an 
army of seasoned soldiers, they would 
inevitably sweep us away like chaff, 
costing, at least in our earlier battles, 
many thousands of lives and the bitter 
mortification of defeat. Nobody of 
sense can question this; and it would 
result from the lack, among officers

Let us thank God for the Philippines, 
therefore. In them our troops have had 
for years now the genuine article of 
real fighting and rough living, and hard- 
ships such as are needed for their best 
interests, and ours, ultimately.

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KATSURA’S BRAIN. 


Dr. Spitzka Ranks It Sixteenth in 
Weight List of 108. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

With reference to the post-mortem 
findings in the late Prince Katsura, 
Japan’s great statesman, I would cite 
the following data from my article in 
Science of a decade ago, based upon 
Prof. K. Taguchi's serles of observa- 
tions published in the Sei-I-Kwai Med- 
ical Journal of Tokio in 1908. 

Prof. Taguchi’s researches were based 
upon 597 subjects, 421 males, and 176 
females, mostly from the hospitals. The 
average brain weight of 374 adult males, 
ranging in age from 21 to 95, is 1,867 
grams, (maximum, 1,790; minimum, 
1,063;) of 150 adult females it is 1,214 
grams, (maximum, 1,432; minimum, 
961.) The sexual difference. of these 


averages is 153 grams, about the same 
as in Europeans. 


Compared to European brain weights, 
the distribution of the male Japanese 
is seen to correspond fairly well with 
that of male German brain weights of 
the Btschoff-Marchand series. Up to 
the fourteenth year it is evident that 
the growth of the Japanese brain is 
slower; the brain of the Japanese boy 
between 9 and 14 years of age weighs 
about 1,235 grams, while that of the 
European of the same age weighs 1,300 
to 1

300 grams. 
The relation between brain weight 
in the European series. The Japanese 
are a people of smal stature, however, 
because short-legged, and this fact lends 
interest to the question of relative 
brain weight. On the whole, the brain 
weight of the Japanese compares favor- 
ably with that of Europeans of similar 
stature, and it may be shown to be su- 
perior in this respect to other races of 
the same general stature. These facts 
are of not a little significance in rela- 
tion to the learning, industry, and apti- 
tudes of this progressive race. 

Prof. Taguchi occupied the chair of 
anatomy in the Imperial University of 
Tokio, and. in accordance with his be- 
quest, his body was dissected after his 
death in February, 1904. His brain 
weighed 1,520 grams, or 53.6 ounces 
avoirdupois.

weighed. The brains of Kant and Bis- 
marck, quoted in your dispatch, were not 
weighed, so far as I have been able to 
ascertain, but the weights were calcu- 
lated in the one case from the cranial 
capacity, in the other from measure- 
ments of the head. 

The prejudice against post-mortem ex- 
aminations, which in the past greatly 
retarded medical and scientific progress, 
is slowly beginning to disappear among 
intelligent and educated people. 

I now a fair number of be- 
quests of brains, even of whole 
of persons of superior intellectual capac- 
ity. As Prosector of the American An- 
thropometric Society I take a keen in- 
terest in such investigations. This so- 
ciety was chartered in 1891, and the ac- 
tive members of it are those who give 
consent to the post-mortem examination 
of their brains, it being understood that 
the society or its prosector shall be noti- 
fied promptly in the event of death in 
order that steps may be taken to secure 
a proper examination and preservation 
of the brain and other organs. 

I have already published my studies 
on the brains of the two Leidys, Cope. 
Dr. Pepper, Prof. Allen, Dr. A. J. Park- 
er, and Persifor Frazer. The brain of 
Dr. John H. Musser was the latest ac- 
quisition to the collection. Contrary to 
the newspaper reports at the time, this 
brain was of superior size and develop- 
ment; its weight was 1,595 grams, or 
56.26 ounces avoirdupois.

THE TRUSTEES MEET HERE 


Unable to the 
Board or Attend Its Deliberations 


Because of His Cousin’s Death. 


Donor Entertain 


The annual meeting of the Board of 
Trustees of the Carnegie Foundation for 
the Advancement of Teaching was held 
at the offices of the foundation, 576 
Fifth Avenue, yesterday morning. The 
twenty-five Trustees, who are college 
Presidents and financiers, including 
President Lowell of Harvard, President 
Hadley of Yale, and President Butler of 
Columbia, were present with the excep- 
tion of Chancellor David Starr Jordan 
of Leland Stanford University, who is 
in Europe. The Chairman of the board. 
William Peterson, Principal of McGill 
University, in Montreal, presided. Mr. 
Carnegie did not attend the meeting or 
the luncheon of the Trustees. This was 
because of the death of Mrs. George 
Lauder, his cousin, at the Plaza Hotel. 
For the same reason the reception given 
usually to the Trustees at the Carnegie 
home in Fifth Avenue by Mrs. Carnegie 
was omitted this year. 

The Carnegie Foundation for the Ad- 
vancement of Teaching was established 
to provide pensions for college profes 
sors and to advance educational condi- 
tions in this country and abroad. 

Dr. Henry S. Pritchett, President of 
the Carnegie Foundation, and Robert A. 
Franks, its Treasurer, presented their 
annual reports, which will be made 
public as soon as they are printed. In 
the last year Mr. Carnegie gave the 
foundation $1,250,000 as a special en- 
dowment for its study of the educational 
system, The original fund to provide 
pensions for college professors was es- 
tablished in April, 1905, and the founda- 
tion began its work on July 1, 1906. It 
spent $158,000 in pensions in the first 
year of its existence. Last year its ex- 
penditures for the same purpose in- 
creased to $570,000. Fearing that the 
expenditures for pensions would exhaust 
the entire income of the fund and leave 
nothing to support educational investi 
gations to insure the wise use of the 
pensions, Mr. Carnegie in January gave 
$1,250,000 for the educational investiga- 
tion fund. 

Extensive Studies for the purpose ol 
| administering the pension fund wisely 
j have been undertaken. The most im- 
portant have been the investigations 
| conducted’ by Abraham Flexner into 
| educational conditions in the medica! 
| schools of this country and Europe. n 
j Investigation of educational conditions 
| in agricultural training colleges has 
| been started, and an investigation of 
|} conditions in legal education has been 
| decided upon. 

Be he endowment the Carnegie 
| Feundation for the Advancement of 
| Teaching now $15,525,000, and its 
| annual income $694,000. Of this 
amount $618,000 was used this year in 
paying pensions to 404 professors or 
their widows, as compared with $570,- 
000 last year. Thirty-three pensioners 
were added to the list this year. 

Mr. Carnegie’s gifts for Philanthropic 
purposes, exclusive ot the many 
libraries he has given away, now 
amount to nearly $220,000,000. Here 
are his chief benefactions: $125,000,000 
for the Carnegie Corporation, $15,325,- 
000 for the Carnegie Foundation for the 
Advancement of Teaching, $22,000,000 
for the Carnegie Institution for the 
Advancement of Scientific Research at 
Washington, $10.000,006 for the Car- 
negie Hero Fund, $15,000,000 for the 
Carnegie Institute at Pittsburgh, $10,- 
000,000 for New York City branch 
libraries, $10,000,000 for Scotch univer- 
sities, and $10,000,000, for his native 
town of Dunfermline, Scotland.

Mr. Willhelm Bachaus, who first came 
to this country two seasons ago and 
interested lovers of piano playing by 
his admirable art, seems likely to do 
so again and in increasing measure on 
his present visit. He appeared yester- 
day afternoon in Aeolian Hall, and 
again showed himself a pianist of the 
highest and most serious aims, wholly 
unassuming in his attitude before the 
public, and wholly occupied with the 
music he has in hand. He is brilliantly 
equipped with a modern  performer’s 
technique upon the pianoforte, a tech- 
nique that carries him through all dif- 
ficulties without failing him; but the 
technical side of his playing is subor- 
dinated to the musical, and never in- 
trudes itself to the injury of what 
piano playing really is for. He is not 
deeply emotional or profoundly poetic 
in his playing; he is a young man, and 
he is likely to develop these qualities 
more fully. But there is a quality of 
freshness and buoyancy in his perform- 
ance, a delicate sensibility that keeps 
him from exaggeration of sentiment, 
emotion, or passion, or of their counter- 
feits. And true sentiment, emotion, and 
passion are not absent from his playing. 

Saint-Saéns’s transcription of the pre- 
lude to Bach’s ‘“‘ Rathswahl” cantata— 
which Bach himself transcribed from 
the prelude of his E major solo violin 
suite—is a piece that summons some of 
Mr. Bachaus’s most engaging — 
and he played it with superb vigor, 
rhythmic energy and clearness. 

He justified his attempt too, at 
Beethoven's last great piano sonata, Op.

Money Bills Provide for Rapid 
Exchange of Those Bonds for 
Threes—Reserve Safeguards. 


——— 


BILLS TO COMMITTEE TO-DAY 


Divided Camps to Try and Agree 
on Less Vital Differences Be- 
tween Their Measures. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Nov, 19.—Both halves 
of the divided Committee on Banking 
and Currency completed to-day theif 
separate drafts of the Owen-Glass bill. 
To-morrow the full committee will meet 
in an effort to agree on some of the less 
important features of the bill. It is 
hoped that a report embodying chiefly 
disagreements on fundamentals may be 


reached by Friday, and if the Senate is 
in session that day the bill will at once 
be presented. The report may not be 
filed, however, before Saturday. 

Both sides of the committee have per- 
fected amendments to the bill to provide 
for a more rapid redemption of the 2 per 
cent. bonds now used as a basis for the 


issue of national bank notes. Both pro- 


vide for this to be accomplished largely 
through the instrumentality of the re- 
gional reserve banks, which will be ex- 
pected to buy heavily in the 2 per cent. 
market. Their holdings will then bé re- 
placed by 3 per cent. bonds or continue 
to be used as a basis for circuiation. 


The Democratic provision is for the 
substitution of ‘8 per cent, twenty-year 
bonds, which the regional banks would 
hold in their vaults, unless in some 
emergency they needed to sell them in 
order to replenish their supply of gold. 
On the same gen€éral principle the Re- 
publican wing of the committee pro- 
vided for the substitution of 3 per cent. 


one year Treasury notes, with a contract 


by which the regional banks would be | 


compelled to renew the Treasury notes 
every year for a period of twenty years. 
These notes also could be sold for goid, 
and presumably they could be used in 
place of currency for large transactions. 

The Democratic wing of the commit- 
tee also authorized the Federal Reserve 
Board to impose a tax on note issues as 
a preventive against inflation. 

tinder the Republican plan, member 
banks in the country must keep a 4 per 
cent. reserve in their own vaults, 4 per 
cent. with the regional reserve bank, 
and 4 per cent. either in their own 
vaults or in the vaults of a correspond- 
ent. The 4 per cent. to be deposited 
with the regional reserve bank may be 
transferred in installments of 1 per } 
cent. every six months. City banks 
must keep 5 per cent. in their own 
vaults, 6 per cent. in the vaults of the} 
regional institution, and the remaining’ 
4 per cent. either in their own vaults or 
with a correspondent. 

The Republican faction has increased 








the reserve requirement of the regional 
banks against deposits to 35 per cent., 
with a proviso that this reserve may 
be reduced to 25 per cent., subject, how- 
ever, to a tax of 1 per cent. on every 214 

er cent. of deficit below the 85 per cent. 
ine. 

The full committee met informally to- 
day to discuss the parliamentary pro- 
gramme. Charles A. Conant reviewed 
the work of the Democratic wing to- 
day and probabiy will examine the 
technical aspects of the Republican 
measure to-morrow. 

Many members of both houses feel 
that the possibility of adjournment for a 
short period before the beginning of 
the regular session was destroyed by 
fear that the Democratic Party would 
be assailed for a mileage ‘‘ grab.’’ Sen- 
ator O’Gorman said to-day that at the 
next session a bill would probably pass 
abolishing the mileage basis and substi- 
tuting a provision for the payment of 
actual traveling expenses of Congress- 
men. 


CRITICISES CURRENCY BILL. 


Talbert Says Political Influence Is 
Behind the Méasure. 


Joseph T. Talbert, Vice President of 
the National City Bank, speaking on 
the currency bill last night at the din- 
ner of the National Founders’ Associa- 
tion, at the Hotel Astor, criticised what 
he termed the political influence behind 
it, and said that he believed President 
Wilson would ‘ cast out those who had 
darkened his counsels and gought to be- 
cloud his judgment.’’ 

“The critics of the bankers have 
charged that the bankers are prompted 
by selfishness alone,’’ he said. ‘I do 
not deny that as a class bankers are as 
selfish as ordinary business men, but 
they are no more so. I do not know of 
a single instance where any banker in 
a central or ordinary reserve city has 
voiced any objection to the bill on the 
ground that it would cause a heavy 
shrinkage in his deposits. 

‘* But we shall never have such a sys- 
fem nor any system tnat is worthy of 
confidence so long as any consideration 
which determines the character of its 
final structufe shall be of a political 
nature, nor so long as the credits cre- 
ated under it shall not be based abso- 
lutely and unequivocally on gold; nor so 
long as thefe remains the lingering 
shadow of a doubt that there shall be 
redemption of bank notes upon demand, 
and that that redemption shall be in 
gold.’’ 


T. W. BUTTS INDICTED. 


Lawyer Held in Jail on Another 
Civil Action. 


Thomas W. Butts, the bankrupt law- 
yer and a member of the firm of Butts 
& Vining, 51 Chambers Street, was in- 
dicted yesterday by the Grand Jury on 
the charge of grand larceny. At the 
present time the defendant is held in 
Ludlow Street Jail in a civil suit, and he 
was brought yesterday before Commis- 
sioner Glichrist for examination inh 
bankruptcy proceedings. 

Elihu Root, Jr., the receiver in the 
case, wished to get information from 
him as to his realty proceedings, so that 
he might start a suit in the New Jersey 
Chancery Court. Butts professed him- 
self anxious to tell all he could, and 
said that he was the Treasurer and Di- 
rector of the New Brunswick Realty 
Company, which owns 215 acres and a 
half interest in six acres more near 
New Brunswick. He admitted that for 
convenience nearly all the common stock 
of the concern was issued to Mary C. 
Stewart, a clerk in the office of Butts 
& Vining. 

While the bankruptcy proceedings are | 
pending, it was stated yesterday, Butts | 
cannot be taken from the custody of the!

10 BE EXAMINED 


Company Agrees to Have Prop- 
erty Valued by Interstate 
Commerce Board. 


READJUSTMENT IF NEEDED 


Proposal of Merchants’ Association 


Aims to End Contests Over 
Particular Cases. 


Proceedings have been started by the 
Merchants’ Association for a general 


readjustment of charges for telephone | 


service in this city, based on a physical 
valuation of the property of the New 
York Telephone Company, and assur- 
ances of the willingness of the tele- 
phone company to co-operate freely 
in such a scheme of readjustment have 
been given by F. H. Bethell, Vice Presi- 
dent of the company. It was suggested 
by the Merchants’ Association, in view 
of the fact that such a course had been 
recommended by Commissioner Decker 
of the Public Service Commission of 
the Second District, but that it had 
been stated that the commission itself 
had fo funds available for such a valu- 
ation, that the Interstate Commerce 
Commission be utilized instead. To 
this Mr. Bethell, in behalf of the tele- 
phone company, agreed. 

In his letter to Mr. Bethell, President 
William A. Marble of the Merchants 
Association said in part: 

We believe that such a comprehensive in- 
guiry would give general satisfaction ‘o 
the public. It should also be acceptable 
to your company, as it would relieve it of 
the constant burden of expense, harassment, 
and labor !ncident to contesting a continu- 
ous succession of rate proceedings, each of 
which precipitates others. : 

It is clear that before the equity of any 
general schedule of rates can be deter- 
mined, the value of the property used in the 
public service must be ascertained. We are 
of the opinion, however, that it, would be 
unwise for any business association or vri- 
vate agency to undertake or youch for the 
riecessary valuation, inasmuch as its con- 
clusions, however accurate, would not be 
conclusive with a large part of the public. 
We believe, therefore, that such valuation 
should be made by a public agency whose 
findings would be accepted without ques- 
tion.

EMBROIDERY TRADE SUIT. 


Local Firm Alleges Non-Delivery of 
Machines After Partial Payment. 


The Senner & Kaplan Co., manufac- 
turers of embroideries, have filed a 
suit in the Supreme Court for $25,900; 
against the Robert Reiner Importing 
Co. of Weehawken Heights, N. J., for 
alleged failure to deliver a number of 
embroidery machines ordered by them. 
The. plaintiffs allege that on March 
27, 1912, they entered into an agree- 
ment with the defendant to purchase 
one Schiffli machine and eleven auto- 
matic machines. They also say that 
they paid $500 on account, but that the 
plaintiff failed to live up to the con- 
tract. 

Robert Reiner of the defendant firm, 
said yesterday that a slight delay in 
the arrival of a steamer from Hamburg 
had made it impossible for his firm to 
deliver the machines at the date set in 
the contract. In the answer filed by the 
Reiner Company through its attorneys, 
Diamond & Abrahams, after denying 
the material allegations in the com- 
Pplaint, a counter claim was set up for 
$2,600. This amount was the balance 
due on account of the purchase price 
of the Schiffli machine, $500 having 
been paid at the time of the execution 
of the contract. 


CONSULAR TRADE NOTES. 


According to a report from the Consul at 
Vancouver, a project is under way there for 
reclaiming some 26,000 acres of land lying 
southward from Golden along the Columbia 
River.

Slump in Railway Net. 


September earnings of all the steam 
railroads in the United States as re- 
ported to the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission were about as bad as those re- 
ported a few days ago for the preceding 
month. Traffic continued to show 
gains over the corresponding month of 
last year, but the gains were smaller 
than the increases in operating ex- 
penses. Aggregate revenues were $277,- 
558,000, an increase for all lines of $9,- 
135,000, but operating costs advanced 
in the same time $14,128,000, while 
nearly $1,000,000 more was added to the 
month’s tax bill. The largest single 
item of increase was in transportation 
expenses, where was reflected the high- 
er wages paid to nearly all classes of 
railway employes. The total net earn- 
ings for all the companies were only 
$79,933,000, a decrease of $6,322,000 from 
the net for September of 1912, when a 
much smaller volume of business was 
turned over.

If they do not raise one dollar for 
improvements or equipment purchases, 
twenty-three railroads in the United 
States are obligated to raise next year 
more than $390,000,000 to provide for 
the maturity of outstanding obligations, 
a large part of which are short-term 
note issues put out to tide the com- 
panies over to a period of easier money. 
Statisticians estimate that these com- 
nanies should be in a position to raise 
*250,000,000 more for additions to their 
existing facilities, or $650,000,000 all

Steel Stendy Despite Conditions. 

The weekly review. of steel trade con- 
ditions were, on the whole, the most 
unfavorable that have been issued since 
the present recession of business be- 
gan. but there was practically no re- 
flection of sentiment in the price of 
Steel common. The general summary of 
activity at the mills indicates that op- 
erations are steadily declining, and 
this information is supplemented by ad- 
vices from trade centres telling of fur- 
ther reduction of quotations. Steel 
bars are reported as selling at Chicago 
at $1.20 a hundred pounds, a figure rep- 
resenting a falling off of $2 a ton in 
a week. In stock market gossip the 
comparative steadiness of Steel is cred- 
ited to the probability that many phases 
of the situation already have been dis- 
counted, and that it will take some se- 
vere shock, like a sudden general cut 
in prices or a reduction of wages, to 
affect the shares substantially. 


STEEL TRADE DROOPING. 


Production Is Contracting While 
Buyers Await Lower Prices. 
Further contraction in the operations 
of steel and iron companies has been 
in the trade this week. Buyers 
continue to hold off, presumably in the 


| expectation of getting their orders filled 
| later at prices lower than they are now, 


The Iron Age says: 


The slowing down in fron and steel op- 
erations continues and in the case of some 
steel companies has been more sharply ac- 
centuated in the past week. Buyers of 
steel products are said to be awaiting 
developments, which is another way of 
saying that they are expecting lower prices 
and therefore do not consider this the 
time to. make contracts. 

It is not easy to measure the extent to 
which manufacturing consumers of finished 
steel have curtailed output. Automobile 
companies are known to have reduced 
forces considerably. Agricultural ma- 
chinery interests, judging from the falling 
off in their bar specifications, are operat- 
ing at a good deal less than full capacity. 
This is apparently not due to an unfavora- 
ble outlook for next year’s crops, for pros- 
pects as gauged by planting are good; but 
rather to the belief that lower prices for 
their raw materials can be had later, and 
that general business conditions .do 
warrant full headway now. 

The situation as to imports is unchanged. 
Eastern representatives of one Buropean 
steel company have had scores of inquiries 
for prices from new sources without closing 
any business. Domestic consumers talk of 
foreign offers and of import possibilities 
but all hesitate to make the plunge, pre- 
ferring home products of known = 
even at a higher price. 

The Iron Trade Review says: 

No signs of a turn from the general 
sluggish condition of the iron and steel 

market are to be observed. Makers con- 
tinue to readjust their operations to the 
reduced scale of buying, and production on 
all sides this month will show a consider- 
able decline, Buyers are still engaging 
their requirements in a most reserved fash- 
ion and their purchases remain of the 
hand-to-mouth character. Fundamental 
pSrcargpart oe in the industry from every 
test pear very sound, and stocks have 
been 4 quidated to relatively light propor- 
shetione, so that the situation seems to be 
susceptible to quick stimulation when. buy- 
ing on any sizeable scale Is resumed.

Credit. of Wall Street Houses 
Covertly Attacked in Anony- 
mous ‘Phone Inquiries. 


EXCHANGE TO INVESTIGATE 


President Mabon Calls False Reports 
Criminal and Seeks to Prose- 
cute Their Originators, 


What appear to have been malicious 
efforts to. create distrust throughout the 
financial district on the heels of the 
failure of H. B. Hollins & Ce. assumed 
such proportions yesterday that the New 
York Stock Exchange was forced to take 
cognizance of them. President Mabon 
said last night that ff evidence pointing 
to the man or men behind the rumors of 
impending bankruptcy could be obtained 
the Exchange authorities would at once 
take the matter up with the District 
Attorney. 

Most of the stories of the last three 
days have centred around the names of 
three large firms. Inquiry of men at 
the head of these houses brought in- 
stant denials, with evidence to disprove 
the reports. 

Some one familiar with the success 
which attended the telephone warnings 
issued by David Lamar has called up 
several newspaper offices in the last 
few days to ask if the failure of certain 
houses has become known. So quickly 
do rumors affecting a mrm’s solvency 
become general knowledge that these re- 
ports permeated the entire district be- 
tore noon on the day they were started, 
and they soon became very annoying 
to the houses mentioned. is 

Shortly before 11 o’clock Yesterday a 


small crowd of reporters and others 
anxious to get news promptly of failures 
on which they had been “tipped off” 
gathered near the members’ entrance to 
the floor of the Stock Exchange to hear 
an announcement if one should be made 
by the Chairman. When he learned 
how widespread these rewmors had be- 
come, and the similiarity of their origin, 
President Mabon took steps to counter- 
act their effect. Mr. Mabon said last 
night: 

“Our attention has been called to 
the alleged activities of some person or 
persons, who, through telephone calls 
and underground methods, are seeking 
to undermine confidence in various 
houses in the financial district. Amore 
despicable method of attempting to 
arouse public distrust could not be 
imagined. Apparently there is no hesi- 
tation in using names, and houses of 
established reputation have been men- 
tioned freely. 

“This is nothing less than criminal, 
and if any one can assist us in placing 
the respensibility where it belonss we 
shall be glad to bring the matter before 
the District Attorney.” 

District Attorney Whitman said last 
night that, while he. had received no 
complaints of the malicious circulation 
of rumors intended to injure certain 
banking institutions, any one implfcated 
in spreading such reports could be pros- 
ecuted under a special statute. The cir- 
culation of such rumors is made a mis- 
demeanor by Section 308 of the Criminal 
Code, which reads: 

Any person who willfully and knowingly 
makes and circulates, or transmits to an- 
other or others, any statement or rumor, 
written, printed, or by word of mouth, 
which is untrue in fact and is directly or 
by inference derogatory to the financial 
condition or affects the solvency of any 
bank, savings bank, banking association, 
building and loan association, or trust 
company doing business in this State, or 
who knowingly counsels, aids, procures, or 
induces another to start, transmit, or cir- 
culate any such statement or rumor, is 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and punishable 
hy a fine of not more ‘than $1,000, or by 
imprisonment for not more than one year, 
or both. 

This law was passed by the State 
Legislature in 1912 and went into ef- 
fect Sept. 1 of that year. 


ASSETS COMPANY SOUND. 


Directors Make a Reassuring State- 
ment to Stockholders. 


Disturbing rumors about the Assets 
Realization Company heard in Wall 
Street this week while the price of the 
company’s stock was declining, brought 
forth the assurance from the Directors 
to the stockholders yesterday that the 
company was sound financially and 
that a statement of its resources would 
be made in a few days. The assurance 
was contained in this statement: 

During the year 1912 commitments were 
made by the company obligating it to take on 
a heavy volume of new business, which at 
the time of its authorization seemed profit- 
able. Since the making of these commit- 
ments the security market has been in 
such condition that it has been impossible 
for the company to realize upon its secur- 
ities as it would have done in an ordinary 

market; nevertheless, the company was 
obliged to take care of its commitments, 
and its obligation to do so, taken in con- 
nection with the fact that it was not able 
to market its securities as it could in or- 
dinary times, has resulted in the creation 
of indebtedness in excess of what the Di- 
rectors would have thought te be con- 
servative under normal conditions. 

Thie considerable debt, in connection with 
the genera] financial stringency and the 
inability of the company to make its 
normal earnings, has resulted in great de- 
pression in the steck, which never has had 
a broad market, being heretofore consid- 
ered as of an investment character. In 
the judgment of the bonrd, the present 
price of the shares represe) ‘s far less than 
the liquidating value of the corporate as- 
sets after the debts are paid. The feeling 
of the Board of Directors upon this point 
is best evidenced by the fact that the Di- 
rectors now own, end for a long time past 
have owned, approximately one-third of the 
entire capital stock. 

The drop in the shares and the appre- 
hension on the part of certain of the share- 
holders has been caused by vague rumors 
and general apprehension not founded on 
any specific knowledge of the affairs of the 
company. The board will at once proceed 
to prepare a statement showing in ample 
detail the condition of the company, and 
will forward a copy to éach shareholder 
as soon as the work is completed. 

One explanation given in gossip of 
the Street of the sharp decline of 34 
points in Assets ReAllzation shares in 
a few days was that a former officer 
of the company had disposed of his 
holdings. 


FOR INSURANCE OF WORKERS 


Gov. Glynn Optimistic After Talk 
on Proposed Compensation Act, 


ALBANY, Nov. 19,—A_ conference 
held to-day over the proposed Work- 
men’s Compensation Act made Gov, 
Glynn optimistic about getting such 
legislation through the Legislature this 
year. Conflicting interests spoiled Gov. 
Sulzer’s plans for this act last year. 
The chief differences arose betweon 
labor interests and casualty companies. 
Gov. Glynn is seeking to have the two 
sides accept his views. 

The Governor would provide 
easualty insurances in case plans 
favored by the labor interests fail. The 
bill will provide for insurance through 
a State fund, mutual companies and 
casualty companies and through self- 
insurance by the corporation concerned.

reasonable rates of interest. This is due 
largely to the increased cost of labor 
and material. 

“Railroad regulation may be neces- 
sary to prevent unjust discrimination 
between individuals, localities, and com- 
modities, and to prevent unreasonable 
charges. But it is to be questioned if 
any sound pee of economics or 
governmenta policy underlies the 
theory that regulation should go fur- 
ther and deny to a railroad the right to 
fix for its service charges that are not 
unduly discriminatory or unreasonably 
high, as measured by the service per- 
formed. 

‘Revenues are falling and expenses 
are rising. Some economics can be in- 
troduced by spending money for bigger 
engines that will move more cars, but 
where is the money for these engines, 
longer passing tracks, heavier bridges 
needed, and enlarged terminals to be 
obtained ? 

‘There are three things that are ab- 
solutely essential if the railroad situa- 
tion in New England is to be what all 


desire: 

‘““FWirst—There must be _ confidence, 
loyalty, and co-operation between of- 
fivers and men all along the line and a 
good esprit de corps. 

*“Second—There must be confidence, 
frankness, and reason between the great 
shipping and traveling public and the 
railroad so that differences of opinion 
may be discussed in a calm, business- 
like way with a willingness on the part 
of each to consider the viewpoint of the 
other. x 

“‘Third—There must be opén-minded, 
fair and frank relations between all the 
different public bodies with which the 
railroad has to deal so constanly—com- 
missions, city councils, Legislatures. 
The railroad is a servant of the people 
and so are these govermental agencies— 
and both must act with prudence and 
remember that unfair and dishonest 
treatment of people, communities, or 
property will in the long run hurt the 
people as a whole. ’ 

“T pelieve thoroughly in the future of 
New England and in the ultimate suc- 
cess of her transportation system. The 
New Haven is a great property; it is in 
trouble now, but patence, hard work, 
and far treatment by all should enable 
it to give the service the people want 
and at the same time permit a good re- 
turn to the owners.”

EXPORTERS NEED 
MERCHANT MARINE 


Charles H. Sherrill Points Out 
the Probable Result of an 
Anglo-German War. 


REBATES ALSO HURT THEM 


Foreign Shipowners Put Rates All 
In Favor of Competitors —~ 
Branch Banks Needed. 


With approximately 82 per cent. of 
the American merchandise annually 
sent to other countries now going to 
them in ships flying the German and 
English flags, what would our exporters 
do in the event of a war between thuse 
countries? This question was put up to 
the members of the American Manu- 
facturers’ Export Association yesterday 
by Charles H. Sherrill, former United 
States Minister to Argentina, at the first 
of the monthly luncheons to be given this 
Fall and Winter by the Association 

Mr. Sherrill then answered his question. 
by saying that the possibility of such a 
War and its resultant financial loss to 
American exporters could efficiently be 
gSuarded against only by the establish- 
ment and maintenance of an American 
merchant marine large enough to handle 
the bulk of the domestic merchandise 
consigned to other countries. At present, 
he asserted, only about 8 per cent. 
of this merchandise was carried in 
American bottoms. While Mr. Sherrill 
did not say that he thought war be- 
tween Germany and England was im- 
minent, he said that sixteen months 
abroad had shown him that the press of 
the two countries talked a great deal of 
the possibility of it, and that the poli- 
ticians gave war talk little chance to 
rest. He then pointed out in detail how 
the American export trade would be 
handicapped by such a war, saying that 
unless an American merchant marine 
were prodvided while peace prevailed 
there was a strong possibility that mer- 
chandise would pile up on the piers of 
the American shipping ports and result 
in a serious commercial panic. 

“ About the easiest way American busi- 
ness interests can acquire $600,000,000 a 
year,” he continued, “is by getting back 
into their hands the carrying of mer- 
chandise entering the export trade of 
« the country. The earnest support of the 
members of this association and othe: 
rnanufacturers catering to export trade 
is required to bring about this much- 
needed merchant marine. 

“In two years, while I was in Argen- 
tina, only one vessel came into the port 
of Buenos Aires under the American 
flag. Where once our merchant marine 
service was great enough to command 
the respect of the world, it has now de 
clined to a point where it is practically 
the laughing stock of the other nations. 

“Even without a possibility of war be- 
tween Germany and England there is a 

reat need of American merchant ships. 

t this very moment, as they have to: 
years, the foreign steamship combines 
are tricking American importers through 
@ system of rebates so extensively prac 
ticed that it makes the former cftorts ot 
our railroads along this iine iook triviai 
The idea of the owners of both German 
and English vessels is to stimulate the 
business of their countries by offerings 
to the American exporter raies on mer: 
chandise bought abroad, and the 
shipped to his foreign markets, that are 
a great deal lower than they will giv 
him on merchandise produced in the 
United States and then shipped fron: 
American ports. The rebating practices 
of the foreign shipping syndicates musi 
be checked if our exporters are to com 
pete on even terms with exporters in 
other countries. The solution of the 
problem is again the establistHment and 
maintenance of an efficient merchant 
marine flying the American flag.” 

Mr. Sherrill also referred to the Amer- 
ican manufacturers’ need of seeking ad- 
ditional foreign markets for their prod- 
ucts to meet the increased competition 
they will get here from foreign producers 
under the new tariff. He also referred 
to the Currency bill, saying that he 
hoped it would pass if only for the pur- 
pose of getting a law which provided 
for the establishment of branches of 
American banks in foreign countries. 
The establishment of such branches, he 
said, was practically as essential to the 
future development of our export trade 
as the establishment of the much- 
needed merchant marine service. He 
said that the foreign banking interests, 
many of which were interested in con- 
cerns competing with American pro- 
ducers, were not overfriendly to our 
exporters, and he cited instances where 
business had been lost for the Amer- 
ican trade through the lack of adequate 
and disinterested banking facilities. 

Dr. M. de Moreira, who some time 
ago succeeded Secretary of Commerce 
Redfield as President of the associa- 
tion, but who has since been succeeded 
by C. E. ‘Jennings of this city, also 
spoke. Dr. de Moreira recently returned 
from an extended trip to Brazil, and 
while there was greatly impressed by 
the increased cordiality of relations be- 
tween that country and this since the 
visit here of Dr. Lauro Miiller, the 
Brazilian Secretary of State, earlier in 
the year. This cordiality, he said, in- 
cluded both State and business rela- 
tions. 

Dr. de Moreira spoke also of his at- 
tempts to found an American Chamber 
of Commerce in Brazil, with head- 
quarters in Rio de Janeiro. This: idea 
was suggested, he said, by the great 
amount of commercial complaint, and 
inquiry that was handled by the 
American Consu] General in that city, 
much of which were too trivial ordinar- 
ily to be submitted to that source for 
consideration. The establishment of 
the proposed chamber would, he 
thought, lighten considerably the work 
of the Consulate, and would permit of 
complaints being made in the name of 
the organization instead of the firm 
involved. In serious cases the neces- 
sary work could be done by the cham- 
ber in conjunction with the Consul 
General. 

“Dr. Miiller was pleased with the 
possibility of the formation of the pro- 
posed chamber,” he continued, ‘and it 
also met the approval of Consul General 
Lay and Ambassador Morgan, The 
by-laws of the proposed chamber should 
be based on those of the American 
Chamber of Commerce in Paris, and 
prominent Brazilian firms doing an ex- 
port business with this country should 
be admitted to membership. The project 
will be quite expensive in the beginning.
